Preser- 
vation of the Balance of Power in Europe^ and that the whole Number of such Forces 
should consist of One hundred and one thousand nine hundred and thirty-seven Men, Numbers, 
exclusive of the OflBcers and Men belonging to the Regiments employed in the Territorial 
Possessions of the East India Company, but including the OflScers and Men of the Troops 
and Companies recruiting for those Regiments : And whereas no Man can be forejudged 
of Life or Limb, or subjected in Time of Peace to any kind of Punishment within this 
Realm, hy Martial Law, or in any other Manner than by Judgment of his Peers and 
according to the known and established Laws of this Reahn ; yet nevertheless it being

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' requisite^ for the retaining all the before-mentioned Forces in their Duty, that an exact 

* Discipline be observed, and that Soldiers who shall mutiny or stir up Sedition, or shall 

* desert Her Majesty's Service, or be guilty of Crimes and Offences to the Prejudice of good 
' Order and Military Discipline, be brought to a more exemplary and speedy Punishment 

* than the usual Forms of the Law will allow :' Be it therefore enacted by the Queen's 
most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the 
same. That — 

ArtidesorWar L It shall be lawful for Her Majesty to make Articles of War for the better Govern- 
mftde bf Her ment of Her Majesty's Forces, which Articles shall be judicially taken notice of by all 
JodBdia^y^tid^^ Judges and in all Courts whatsoever ; and Copies of the same, printed by the Queen's 
Dottct of. Printer, shall, as soon as may be after the same shall have been made and established by 

Her Majesty, be transmitted by Her Majesty's Secretary at War to the Judges of Her 
Majesty's Superior Courts at Westminster^ Dublin^ and Edinburgh respectively, and also to 
the Governors of Her Majesty's Dominions abroad ; provided that no Person within the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Irelandy or the British Isles, shall by such Articles 
of War be subject to be transported as a Felon, or to suffer any Punishment extending to 
Life or Limb, except for Crimes which are by this Act expressly made liable to such Trans- 
portation or to such Punishment as •aforesaid, or shall be subject, with reference to any 
Crimes made punishable by this Act, to be punished in any Manner which shall not accord 
with the Provisions of this Act. 

PenoDs subject H, All the Provisions of this Act shall apply to all Persons who are or shall be commis- 
to tills Act. Bioned or in Pay as. an OflScer, or who are or shall be listed or in Pay as a Non-commissioned 

OflScer or Soldier, and to all Persons employed on the Becruiting Service receiving Pay in 
respect of such Service, and to the OflScers and Soldiers belonging to the Forces of the 
JEast India Company while such Officers or Soldiers shall be in any Part of the United 
Kingdom, and to the Officers and Persons who are or shall be serving and hired to be em- 
ployed in. the Royal Artillery and Field Train, and to Master Gunners, and Gunners, and 
Conductors of Stores, and to all Officers and Persons who are or shall be serving in the 
Regiment of Royal Engineers and the Corps of Royal Sappers and Miners, and in the 
Corps of Royal Military Surveyors and Drs^tsmen, and to Persons in the Ordnance and 
Commissariat Departments, who are or shall be serving with any Part of Her Majesty's 
Forces at home or abroad, under the Command of any Officer having Commission from Her 
Majesty or from His late Majesty King William the Fourth, and to all Storekeepers and 
other Civil Officers who are or shall be employed by or act under the Ordnance at any of 
Her Majesty's Ordnance Establishments in the Islanas of Jersey y Guernsey , Aldemey, Sarky 
and Many and the Islands thereto belonging, or at Foreign Stations ; provided that nothing 
in this Act contained shall extend to affect any Security which has been given by such 
Storekeeper, Barrack Master, or other OfficcB, or their Sureties, for the due Performance 
of their respective Offices, under the Provisions of an Act passed in the Fiftieth Year of 
the Reign of His Majesty King George the Third, to regulate the taking of Securities in 
all Offices, but that such Bonds and other Securities shall be and remain in full Force and 
Effect,

Act to eitend HI- This Act shall extend to the Islands of Jersey^ Guemseyy Alderney^ Sarky and Man, 
to Jersey, and the Islands thereto belonging, as to the Provisions therein for enlisting of Recruits, 

uernscy, c. ^i^gther Minors or of fidl Age, and swearing and attesting such Recruits, and for mustering 
and paying, and to the Provisions for the Trial and Punishment of Officers and Soldiers who 
shall be charged with Mutiny and Desertion, or any other of the Offences which arc by this

IV. All Officers and Soldiers of any Troops, being mustered and in Pay, which shall be Fweign Troops 
raised and serving in any of Her Majesty's Dominions abroad, or in Places in possession of "" * " Country, 
or occupied by Her Majesty's Subjects under the Command of any Officer having any 
Commission immediately from Her Majesty, shall be subject to the Provisions of this Act

the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and may grant Commissions or Warrants 
imder the said Royal Sign Manual to the Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, the 
Commander of the Forces, or the Person or Persons commanding in chief, or commanding 
for the Time being, any Body of Her Majesty's Forces, as well within the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland and the British Isles as in any of Her Majesty's Garrisons and 
Dominions or elsewhere beyond Seas, for convening Courts-martial, and for authorizing any 
Officer under their respective Commands to convene Courts-martial, as Occasion may require, 
for the Trial of Oflfences committed by any of the Forces under the Command of any such 
last-mentioned Officer, whether the same shall have been committed before or after such 
Officer shall have taken upon him such Command; the Officer so authorized not being, 
however, below the Degree of a Field Officer, except in the Settlements on the Western 
Coast of Africa, where a Captain may be authorized to convene District or Garrison Courts- 
martial ; and any Person subject to this Act who shall, in any Part of Her Majesty's 
Dominions or elsewhere, commit any of the Offences for which he may be liable to be tried 
by Court-martial by virtue of this Act or of the Articles of War, may be tried and punished 
for the same in any Part of Her Majesty's Dominions where he may have come or be after 
the Commission of the Offence, as if the Offijnce had been committed where such Trial shall 
take place. 

VI [. A General Court-martial convened in Saint Helena, the Settlements on the Western Gcncml Court*- 
Coast of Africa, Honduras, New Zealand, the Australian Colonics, Hong Kong, and the ro*rtiaU

Conrii- 
ments in Southern Africa, Saint Helena, Jamaica, Honduras, Newfoundland, New Zealand, 
the Australian Colonies, the Windward and Leeward Islands, British Guiana, Hong Kong, 
and the Settlements on the Const of China, where it may consist of not less than Five 
Commissioned Officers, and in the Settlements on the Western Coast of Africa, where it

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may consist of not less than Three Commisdoned Officers ; and such Court-martial shall 
have the same Power as a General Court-martial to sentence any Soldier to such Punish- 
ments as shall accord with the Provisions of this Act : Provided always, that such Court- 
martial shall not have Power to try a Commissioned Officer, nor to pass any Sentence of 
Death or Transportation.

X. In Cases of Mutiny and gross Insubordination, or other Offences committed on the 
Line of March, or on board any Transport Ship, Convict Ship, Merchant Vessel, or Troop 
Ship not in Commission, the Offender may be tried by a Begimental or Detachment Court- 
martial, and the Sentence confirmed and carried into execution on the Spot by the Officer 
in the immediate Command of the Troops, provided that the Sentence shall not exceed that 
which a Kegimental Court-martial is competent to award. 

XI. It shall be lawM for any Officer commanding any Detachment or Portion of Her 
Majesty's Troops which may at any Time be serving out of Her Majesty's Dominions, upon 
Complaint made to him of any Offence committed against the Property or Person of any 
Inhabitant of or Kesident in any such Countries, by any Person serving with or belonging 
to Her Majesty's Armies, being under the immediate Command of any such Officer, to 
convene a Detachment General Court-martial, which shall consist of not less than Three 
Officers, for the Purpose of trying any such Person ; and every such Court-martial shall 
have the same Powers in regard to Sentence upon Offenders as are granted by this Act to 
General Courts-martial : Provided always, that no Sentence of any such Court-martial shall 
be executed until the General commanding the Army to whicn the Division, Brigade, 
Detachment^ or Party to which any Person so tried, convicted, and adjudged to suffer 
Punishment shall belong shall have approved and confirmed the same. 

Mixed Courts. XII. Where necessary or expedient, Officers of Her Majesty's Royal Marines, or Officers 
oOhrines^d ^^ *^® Service of the East India Company, or Officers of both such Services, * may sit on 
East India Courts-martial together with Officers of Her Majesty's Land Forces, whether the Command- 
Company. Jug Officer by whose Order such Court-martial is assembled belongs to the Land or to the 

Marine Forces ; and when the Person to be tried shall belong to the Land Forces, then the 
Proceedings of such Court shall be regulated, to all Intents and Purposes, as if the Court 
was composed of Officers of Her Majesty's Land Forces only, and the Provisions of this Act, 
and the Oaths hereby prescribed, shall be applicable to the Proceedings of such Court ; but 
where the Person to be tried shall belong to Her Majesty's Royal Marines, then the Pro- 
vifiions of an Act passed in the present Session of Parliament, for the Regulation of Her 
Majestv's Royal Marine Forces while on shore, and the Oaths therein prescribed, shall be 
applicable ; and where the Person to be tried shall be in the Service of the East India 
Company, the Provisions of an Act passed in the Twelfth and Thirteenth Years of Her 
present Majesty, to amend the Laws for punishing Mutiny and Desertion of Officers and 
Soldiers in the Service of the Ea^t India Company, and the Oaths thereby prescribed, shall 
be applicable, notwithstanding any Officer, though in the actual Service of the said Com- 
pany, may hold a Commission from Her Majesty or from His late Majesty' King William 
the Fourth. 

XIII. The President of every Court-martial shall be appointed by the Authority con- 
vening such Court, and shall in no Case be the Officer commanding in chief or Governor of 
the Garrison where the Offender shall be tried, nor Commander of the Regiment or Body of 
Troops composed of Detachments of different Regiments to which the Prisoner belongs ; nor 
in the Case of a General Court-martial under the Degree of a Field Officer, unless a Field 
Officer cannot be had ; nor in any Case whatever under the Degree of a Captain, save in the 
Case of a Detachment General Court-martial holden out of Her Majesty's Dominions, or of 
a Regimental or Detachment Court-martial holden on the Line of March, or on board any 
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Transport Ship5 Convict Ship, Merchant Yeesel, or Troop Ship not in Commisfiion, or on 
any Foreign Station where a Captain cannot be had. 

Xiy. In all Trials by Court-martial, as soon as the President and other Officers ap- Proceedings at 
pointed to serve thereon shall be assembled, their Names shall be read over in the Hearing ''^™*' 
of the Prisoner, who shall thereupon be asked if he objects to being tried by the President 
or by any of such Officers ; and if the Prisoner shall then object to the President, such 
Objection shall be referred to the Decision of the Authority by whom such President shall 
have been appointed; but if he object to any Officer other than the President, such Objection 
shall be decided by the President and the other Officers so as aforesaid appointed to form 
the Court ; and when the Place of the President or other Officer in respect of whom any 
Challenge shall have been made and allowed shall be supplied by some Officer in respect of 
whom no Challenge shall have been made or allowed, or if no Challenge whatever shall have 
been made, or, if made, not allowed, the President and the other Officers composing a 
General Court-martial shall take the Oaths in the Schedule to this Act annexed before the 
Judge Advocate General or his Deputy, or Person officiating as Judge Advocate, and on

by any Judge of the Superior Courts of Westminster or Dubliny or of the Court of Session 
in Scotland, or of the Courts of Law in the JEast or fVest Indies, or elsewhere, according as 
the Case shall require, upon its being made to appear to such Court or Judge, by any 
Affidavit in a smnmary Way, that such Witness was arrested in going to or attending upon 
or returning from such Court-martial ; and all Witnesses so duly sununoned as aforesaid who 
shall not attend on such Courts, or attending shall refuse to be sworn, or being sworn shall 
refuse to give Evidence, or not produce the Documents under their Power or Control 
required to be produced by them, or to answer all such Questions as the Court may legally 
demand of them, shall be liable to be attached in the Court of Queen's Bench in London or 
Dublin^ or in the Court of Session, or Sheriff Depute or Stewarts Depute, or their respective 
Substitutes, within their several Shires and Stewartries, in Scotland, or in Courts of Law in 
the East or West Indies, or in any of Her Majesty's Colonies, Garrisons, or Dominions in 
Europe or elsewhere respectively, upon Complaint made, in like Manner as if such Witness, 
after having been duly summoned or subpoenaed, had neglected to attend upon a Trial in any 
Proceeding in the Court in which such Complaint shall be made. 

XVI. After a Prisoner has been found guilty of any Charge or Charges, the Court before Previous Con- 
which any such Prisoner shall have been tried may, before passing Sentence on such Prisoner, lut [n^Evideooe. 
and for the Purpose only of affixing Punishment, receive in Evidence against him any previous 
Convictions by Courts-martial, and in like Manner and for the like Purpose the Court shall 

receive in Evidence any previous Conviction of such Prisoner by a Court of ordinary 
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Criminal Jurisdiction, where the Offence charged in the Indictment was of a felonious, fraudu- 
lent, or unnatural Nature ; and in the Case of Convictions by Courts-martial, duly confirmed, 
when the Court-martial Book cannot conveniently be produced, a Certificate, which shall 
purport to contain a Copy of the Entry of such Convictions in the Court-martial Book or in 
the Begimental or Company's Defaulters Book, and which shall be signed by the Adjutant, 
or other Officer having the Custody of the Court-martial Book or of the Defaulters Book of 
the Regiment or Company to which the Prisoner belongs, shall be sufficient Evidence of 
such Conviction ; and it shall not be necessary to prove the Signature or official Character 
of the Person appearing to have signed such Certmcate, nor, if the Court be satisfied from 
all the Circumstances of the Case that the Prisoner under Trial is the Person mentioned in 
any such Certificate, sliall it be necessary to give other Proofs of the Identity of the Person 
^f the Offender; and in the Case of a Conviction by a Court of ordinary Criminal 
Jurisdiction, any Certificate transmitted as herein-after provided to the Officer commanding 
a Regiment by the Clerk of any such Court, or other Officer having Custody of the 
Records of such Court, or the Deputy of such Clerk, containing the Substance and Effect 
of any Indictment, omitting the fonnal Part, together with the Judgment of the Court 
thereon, and purporting to be signed by such Clerk or other Officer, or by the Deputy of 
such Clerk, shall be sufficient Evidence of such last-mentioned Conviction ; and it shall not 
be necessary to prove the Signature or official Character of the Person appearing to have 
signed such last-mentioned Certificate, nor, if the Court be satisfied from all the Circum- 
stances of the Case that the Prisoner under Trial is the Person mentioned in such Certificate, 
shall it be necessary to give other Proofs of the Identity of the Person of the Offender : 
Provided always, that before any such Evidence shall be received it shall be proved to the 
Satisfaction of the Court that the said Prisoner had previously to his Trial received Notice 
of the Intention to produce such Evidence against him : Provided also, that the Court shall 
in no Case award to him any other Punishment or Punishments than may by this Act and by 
the Articles of War be awarded for the Offence of which he shall have been so found guilty.

Indies, to the Officer commanding as aforesaid. 

XXII. Every Paymaster or other Commissioned Officer of Her Majesty's Forces, or any Embenlement 
Person employed in the Ordnance or Commissariat Department; or in any Manner in the punishable by 
Care or Distribution of any Money, Provisions, Forage, or Stores, who shall embezzle or Transporution. 
fraudulently misapply, wilfully damage, steal, or be concerned in or connive at the Embezzle- 
ment, fraudulent Misapplication, wilful Damage, or Theft of any Money, Provisions, Forage, 
Arms, Clothing, Ammunition, or other Military Stores belonging to Her Majesty's Forces 
or for Her Majesty's Use, may be tried for the same by a General Court-martial, which may 
adjudge any such Offender to be transported as a Felon for Life or for any certain Term of 
Years, or to suffer such Punishment of Fine, Imprisonment, Dismissal from Her Majesty's 
Service, and Incapacity of serving Her Majesty m any Office, Civil or Military, as such 
Court shall think fit, according to the Nature and Degree of the Offence ; and every such 
Offender shall, in addition to any other Punishment, make good at his own Expense the Loss 
and Damage sustained, which shall have been ascertained by such Court-martial ; and in 
every such Case the Court is required to ascertain by Evidence the Amount of the Loss or 
Damage incurred, and to declare by their Sentence that such Amount shall be made good by 
such Offender ; and the Loss and Damage so ascertained as aforesaid shall be a Debt to Her 
Majesty, and may be recovered in any of Her Majesty's Courts at Westminster or in Dublin, 
or the Court of Exchequer in Scotland, or in any Court in Her Majesty's Colonies where the 
Person sentenced by such Court-martial shall be resident, after the said Judgment shall be 
confirmed and made known ; and every Commissioned Officer sentenced to be transported as 
a Felon, when such Sentence shall be confirmed, shall thereupon cease to belong to 
Her Majesty's Service, and for ever be incapable of serving Her Majesty in any Military 
Capacity. 
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XXIIL Whenever Her Majesty shall mtend that any Sentence of Transportation here- 
tofore or hereafter passed upon any Offender by any Court-martial shall be carried into 
execution for the Term specified in such Sentence or for any shorter Term, or shall be 
graciously pleased to conunute as aforesaid to Transportation any Sentence of Death passed 
by any su<m Court, the Sentence, together with Her Majesty's Pleasure thereupon, shall be 
notified in Writing by the Officer conunanding in chief Her Majesty's Forces in Great 
Britain and Ireland, or in the temporary Absence of such Officer by the Adjutant General, 
or when there shall not be any Commander-in-Chief of Her Majesty's Forces in Great 
Britain and Ireland, then by the Secretary-at-War or his Deputy, to any Judge of the 
Queen's Bench, Common Pleas, or Exchequer in England or Ireland, and thereupon such 
Judge shall make an Order for the Transportation of such Offender in conformity with such 
Notification, and shall also do all such other Acts consequent upon such Notification as 
such Judge is authoxized to do by any Act in force touching the Transportation of other 
Offenders ; and the Person in whose Custody such Offender shall at that Time be, and all 
other Persons whatsoever whom the said Order may concern, shall be bound to obey and 
shall be assistant in the Execution thereof, and shaU be liable to the same Punishment for 
Disobedience, or for interrupting the Execution of such Order, as if the Order had been made 
under the Authority of any such Act as aforesaid ; and every Person so ordered to be 
transported shall be subject to every Provision made by Law and in force concerning Persons 
convicted of any Crime and under Sentence of Transportation ; and from the Time when 
such Order of Transportation shall be made every Act in force touching the Escape of Felons, 
or their afterwards returning or their being at large without Leave, shall apply to such 
Offender, and to all Persons aiding and abetting, contriving or assisting, in any Escape or 
intended Escape, or returning without Leave, of any such Offender ; and the Judge who 
shall make any Order of Transportation as aforesaid shall direct the Notification of Her 
Majesty's Pleasure, and his own Order made thereupon, to be filed and kept of Record in the 
Office of the Clerk of the Crown of the Court of Queen's Bench ; and the said Clerk shall 
have a Fee of Two Shillings and Sixpence only for filing the same, and shall, on Application, 
deliver a Certificate in Writing (not taking more than Two ShiUings and Sixpence for the 
same) to such Offender, or to any Person applying in his or Her Majesty's Behalf, showing 
the Christian and Surname of such Offender, his Offence, the Place where the Court was 
held before whom he was convicted, and the Conditions on which the Order of Transportation 
was given ; which Certificate shall be sufficient Proof of the Conviction and Sentence of such 
Offender, and also of the Terms on which such Order for his Transportation was given, in 
any Court and in any Proceeding wherein it may be necessary to inquire into the same. 

In the Colonies. XXIV. Whenever any Sentence of Transportation heretofore or hereafter passed upon 

a.ny Offender by any Court-martial holden in the JEast Indies, or in any Part of Her 
Majesty's Foreign Dominions, is to be carried into execution for the Term specified in such 
Sentence or for any shorter Term, or when Sentence of Death has been or ^lall as aforesaid 
be conmiuted to Transportation, the same shall be notified by the Officer commanding Her 
Majesty's Forces at the Presidency or Station, or in his Absence by the Acljutant General 
for the Time being, to some Judge of One of the Supreme Courts of Judicature in the East 
Indies, or Chief Justice, or some other Judge, as the Case may be, in any Part of Her 
Majesty's Foreign Dominions, who shall make Order for the Transportation or intermediate 
Custody of such Offender, in like Manner as for the Transportation or intermediate Custody 
of any other Convict ; and upon any such Order being made it shall be duly notified to the 
Governor of the Presidency if in the East Indies, or to the Governor of the Colony if in any 
of Her Majesty's Colonies, or to the Person who shall for the Time being be exercising the 
Office of Governor of such Presidency or Colony, who, on Receipt of such Notification, shall 
cause such Offender to be removed to some Colony or Place in obedience to the Directions 
for the Removal of Convicts which shall from Time to Time be transmitted from Her 
Majesty through One of Her Principal Secretaries of State to such Presidency or Colony ; 
and sueh Offender on being so removed shall undergo the Sentence of Transportation which 
has been passed upon him in the Colony or Place to which he has been so removed or sent, 
and whilst such Sentence shall remain in force shall be liable to be there imprisoned, and 
kept to Hard Labour, and otherwise dealt with under such Sentence in the same Manner as

In stealing or embezzling Government Property or Stores, or in receiving the same 

knowing the same to have been stolen : 
In stealing any Money or Goods, the Property of a Comrade, of a Military Officer, or of 
any Military or Regimental Mess or Band, or in receiving any such Money or Goods 
knowing the same to have been stolen : 
In making any false or fraudulent Accounts, Returns, Matters, or Entries, or assisting or 
conniving at the same being made, or producing the same as true, knowing the same to 
be false or fraudulent : 
In stealing or embezzling or fraudulently misapplying Public Money intrusted to liim : 
Or in committiiig any other Offence of a felonious or fraudulent Nature, to tlie Injury of

Any Expense necessarily incurred by his Drunkenness or other Misconduct : 
Provided always, that, except in the Case of the Loss or Destruction of Accoutrements and 
Regimental Necessaries, in which Case the Court may by its Sentence direct that the said 
Stoppages shall continue till the Cost of replacing the same be made good, the Amount 
of any Loss, Destruction, Damage or Injury, or Expense, shall be ascertained by Evidence, 
and the Offender shall be placed under Stoppages for such an Amount only as shall be 
proved to the Satisfaction of the Court : Provided also, that after satisfying the Charges 
for his Messing and Washing, so much only of the Pay of the Soldier may be stopped and 
applied as shall leave him a Residue at the least of One Penny a Day.

aforesaid set apart or declared, shall be deemed to be a public Prison within the Meaning of 
this Act ; and all and every the Powers and Authorities with respect to County Gaols or 
Houses of Correction which now are or which may hereafter be vested in any of Her Majesty's 
Principal Secretaries of State shall, with respect to all such Military Prisons, belong to and 
may be exercised by the Secretary-at-War ; and it shall be lawful for the Secretary-at-War 
from Time to Time to make, alter, and repeal Rules and Regulations for the Government and 
Superintendence of any such Military Prison, and of the Governor, Provost Marshal, 
Officers, and Servants thereof, and of Offenders confined therein ; and it shall be lawful for 
the Secretary-at-War from Time to Time to appoint an Inspector General and Inspectors of 
Military Prisons, and a Governor or Provost Marshal and all other necessary Officers and 
Servants for any such Military Prison, and, as Occasion may arise, to remove the Governor 
or Provost Marshal, Officer, or Servant of any such Military Prison ; and the General or 
other Officer commanding any District or Foreign Station within which may be any such 
Military Prison, or such General or other Officer, and such other Person and Persons as the 
Secretary-at-War may from Time to Time appoint, shall be a Visitor or Visitors of such 
Prison; and the Secretary-at-War may autnorize any General Officer commanding on a 
Foreign Station to appoint periodically Visitors to any Military Prison within his Command ; 
and the Secretary-at-War shall transmit to the Visitor or Visitors of every Military Prison 
established by his Authority a Copy of the Rules and Regulations which are to be observed 
and enforced, and the same shall accordingly be observed and enforced, within such Prison ; 
jind every Inspector, Visitor, and Governor of any such Military Prison respectively shall, 
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subject to such Rules and Bregulations as may from Time to Time be made by the Secretary- 
at-War, have and exercise, in respect of such Prison, and of the Governors, Officers, and 
Servants thereof, and of the Prisoners confined therein, all the Powers and Authorities, as 
well in respect of administering Oaths as otherwise, which any Inspector, Visiting Justice, 
or Grovemor of a County Gaol or House of Correction may respectively exercise as such. 

XL. Every Governor, Provost Marshal, Gaoler, or Keeper of any public Prison or of Custody of Pri- 
any Gaol or House of Correction in any Part of Her Majesty's Dominions shall receive into MiHtory*Sen- 
his Custody any Militaiy Offender under Sentence of Imprisonment by a General or other tcnce in Corn- 
Court-martial, upon Deuvery to him of an Order in Writing in that Behalf from the Officer ™°" ^^^^ 
commanding the Regiment or Coiys to which the Offender belongs or is attached, which 
Order shall specify the Period of Imprisonment which the Offender is to undergo, and the 
Day and Hour of the Day on which he is to be released ; and such Governor, Provost 
Marshal, Gaoler, or Keeper shaU keep such Offender in a proper Place of Confinement, with 
or without Hard Labour, and with or without Solitary Confinement, according to the Sen- 
tence of the Court and during the Time q>ecified in the said Order, or until he be dischaiged

or sign the Muster Boll wherein such false Muster is contained, or any Duplicate thereof, 
or who shall directly or indirectly take or cause to be taken any Money or Gratuity for 
mustering any Soldiers, or for signing any Muster Rolls or Duplicates thereof, or shall 
knowingly muster any Person by a wrong Name, upon Proof thereof upon Oath made by 
Two Witnesses before a General Court-martial, shall for such OflFence be forthwith cashiered, 
and shall be thereby utterly disabled to have or hold any Civil or Military Office or Employ- 
ment within the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Irelandy or in Her Majesty's 
Service. 

TrWs for De- XLV. Every Soldier shall be liable to be tried and punished for Desertion from any 
■ertion after Corps into which he may have enlisted, or from Her Majesty's Service, although he may of 
•nlUtme^! right belong to the Corps from which he shall have originally deserted ; and whether such 

Soldier shall be tried for deserting from the Corps into which he originally enlisted, or for 
deserting from the same Corps into which he may have subsequently enlisted, or for any 
other Desertion, every Desertion previous or subsequent to that for wliich he may be so 
tried may, if duly stated in the Charges, be given in Evidence against him on such Trial. 

Appreiiension XL VI. Upon reasonable Suspicion that a Person is a Deserter it shall Jbe lawful for any 
^H^ff*'^"*" Constable, or if no Constable can be immediately met with then it shall be lawful for 
Kinffdom. ^^7 Officer or Soldier in Her Majesty's Service, to apprehend or cause such suspected Person 

to be apprehended, and to bring or cause him to be brought before any Justice living in or 
near such Place, and acting for the County or Borough wherein such Place is situate, or for 
the County adjoining such first-mentioned County or such Borough ; and such Justice is 
hereby authorized and required to inquire whether such suspected Person is a Deserter, and 
if it shall appear by the Testimony of One or more Witnesses, taken upon Oath, or by the 
Confession of such suspected Person, confirmed by some corroborative Evidence, or by the 
Knowledge of such Justice, or by Evidence sufficient to satisfy such Justice that there are 
reasonable Grounds for believing, that such suspected Person is a Deserter, such Justice 
shall forthwith cause him to be conveyed in Civil Custody to the Head Quarters or Dep6t 
of the Regiment to which he belongs, if stationed within Five Miles of the Place of Appre- 
hension, or if such Head Quarters or Depot shall not be stationed within Five Miles, then 
to the nearest or most convenient public Prison (other than a Military Prison set apart 
under the Authority of this Act) or Police Station legally provided as a Lock-up House for 
temporary Confinement of Persons taken into Custody, whether such Prison or Police 
Station be in the County or Borough in which such suspected Person was apprehended 
or in which he was committed or not ; or if the Deserter shall have been apprehended by a 
Party of Soldiers of his own Regiment in charge of a Commissioned Officer, such Justice 
may deliver him up to such Party, unless the Officer shall deem it necessary to have the 
Deserter committed to Prison for safe Custody ; and such Justice shall transmit an Account 
thereof, in the Form prescribed in the Schedule annexed to this Act, to the Secretary-at- 
War, specifying therein whether such Deserter was delivered to his Regiment or to the 
Party of his Regiment in order for his being taken to the Head Quarters or Depot of his 
Regiment, or whether such Deserter was committed to Prison, to the end that the Person so 
committed may be removed by an Order from the Office of the said Secretary-at-War, and 
proceeded against according to Law ; and such Justice shall also send to the Secretary-at- 
War a Report, stating the Names of the Persons by whom the Deserter was apprehended 
and secured ; and the Secretary-at-War shall transmit to such Justice an Order for the Pay- 
ment to such Persons of such Sum not exceeding Forty Shillings as the Secretary-at-War 
shall be satisfied they are entitled to, according to the true Intent and Meaning of this Act ; 
and for such Information, Commitment, and Report as aforesaid the Clerk of the said Justice 
shall be entitled to a Fee of Two Shillings and no more ; and every Gaoler and other Person 
into whose Custody any Person charged with Desertion is committed shall immediately upon 
the Receipt of the Person so charged into his Custody pay such Fee of Two Shillings, and 

also 
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also upon the Production of a Receipt from the Medical Practitioner, who, in the Absence 
of a Military Medical Officer, may have been required to examine such suspected Person, a 
Fee of Two Shillings and Sixpence, and shall notify the Fact to the Secretary-at-War, and 
transmit also to the Secretary-at-War a Copy of the Commitment, to the end that such 
Secretary-at-War may order Repayment of the same ; and when any Person shall be appre- in the Colonies, 
hended and committed as a Deserter in any of Her Majesty's Colonies the Justice shall 
forthwith cause him to be conveyed to some public Prison, if the Regiment to which he is 
suspected to belong shall not be in the Colony, or, if the Regiment be in the Colony, the 
Justice may, if within reasonable Distance, deliver him into Custody at the nearest Military 
Post, although the Regiment to which such Person is suspected to belong may not be 
stationed at such Military Post ; and such Justice shall in every Case transmit to the 
General or other Officer commanding in the Colony a Description Return in the Form 
prescribed, to the end that such Person may be removed by Order of such Officer, and 
proceeded against according to Law.

been taken, or some Order from the Office of the Secretary-at-War, which Order shall 
continue in force until the Deserter shall have arrived at his Destination ; and such Gaoler 
or Person shall be entitled to One Shilling for the safe Custody of the said Deserter while 
halted on the March, and to such Subsistence for his Maintenance as shall be directed by 
Her Majesty's Regulations. 

XL VIII. Anv Recruit who shall desert prior to joining the Regiment for which he has DMertion of 
enlisted shall, on being apprehended, and committed for such Desertion by any Justice of the ^^"''** 
Peace upon the Testimony of One or more Witnesses upon Oath, or upon his own Confession, 
be liable to be transferred to any Regiment or Depot nearest to the Place where he shall 
have been apprehended, or to imy other Regiment to which Her Majesty may deem it more 
desirable that he should be transferred : Provided always, that all Cavalry Recruits so

XLIX. Any Soldier who, while serving in any of Her Majesty's Forces, or the Embodied Fraudulent 
Militia, or the Forces of the East India Company, shall to any Officer or Non-commissioned ^'^*?''<^" °^ 
Officer fraudulently confess himself to be a Deserter, shall be liable to be tried by Court- '^**^" 
martial, and any Person who shall voluntarily deliver hunself up and confess himself to be a 
Deserter from Her Majesty's Forces, or the Embodied Militia, or the Forces of the East 
India Company, or who, upon being apprehended for any Offence, shall, in the Presence of 
the Justice, confess himself to be a Deserter as aforesaid, shall be deemed to have duly 
enlisted and to be a Soldier, and shall be liable to serve in any of Her Majesty's Forces, as 
Her Majesty shall tliink fit to appoint, whether such Person shall have been actually 
enlisted as a Soldier or not ; or in case such Person shall not be a Deserter as aforesaid, he 
shall be liable to be taken before Two Justices of the Peace, and on Proof that any such 
Confession as aforesaid was false shall by them be adjudged to be punished, if in England^ 
as a Rogue and Vagabond, and if in Scotland or Ireland by Commitment to some Prison or 
House of Correction, there to be kept to Hard Labour for any Time not exceeding Three 
Months, or be deemed guilty of obtaining Money under fiJse Pretences within the true 
Intent and Meaning, if in England^ of an Act passed in the Seventh and Eighth Years of His 
Majesty King George the Fourth, intituled An Act for amending and consolidating the Laws 7 & 8 G. 4. 
in England relative to larceny ^ and other Offences connected thereicith, and if in Ireland ^' ^^* 
of an Act passed in the Ninth Year of the Reign of His Majesty King George the Fourth, 
15 Vict, D intituled 
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9 G. 4. c. 55. intituled An Act for consolidating and amending the Laws in Ireland relative to Larceny and 

other Offences connected therewith, or shall be deemed guilty, if in Scotland, of Falsehood, 
Fraud, and wilftd Imposition ; and every Person so deemed to be guilty of obtaining Money 
under false Pretences, or of Falsehood, Fraud, and wilful Imposition, as the Case may be, 
shall be liable to be proceeded against and punished accordingly ; and the Confession and 
receiving Subsistence as a Soldier by such Person shall be Evidence of the false Pretence, 
or of the Falsehood, Fraud, and Imposition, as the Case may be, and of the obtaining Money 
to the Amount of the Vdue of such Subsistence, and the Value of such Subsistence so 
obtained may be charged in the Indictment as so much Money received by such Person ; and 
in case such Person shall have been previously convicted of the like Offence, or shall 
have been summarily convicted and punished, in England, as a Rogue and Vagabond, or in 
Scotland or Ireland by Commitment, for making a fraudulent Confession of Desertion,

of such Clerk, or by the Clerk of the convicting Magistrates, shall, upon Proof of the Identity 
of the Person of the Offender, be sufficient Evidence of the First Conviction, without Proof

notwithstanding ; audit shall be lawful for any Two Justices acting for the County, District, 
City, Burgh, or Place where any such Recruit shall at any Time happen to be when any 
such Recruit shall be brought, and shall be proved upon Oath before them to have concealed 
his having been a Soldier and discharged, or to have concealed his having been discharged 
upon any prior Enlistment, or to have wilfully concealed any such Infirmity, or to have 
designedly made any false Representation upon being attested, to adjudge such Recruit, if 
in England^ to be a Rogue and Vagabond, and to sentence him to such Punishment as 
by any Law in force may be inflicted upon Rogues and Vagabonds, and to adjudge such 
Person, if in Scotland or Ireland^ to be imprisoned, with Hard Labour, in any Prison or 
House of Correction for any Period not exceeding Three Months; and any Recruit who shall 
designedly make any false Representation of any Particular contained in the Oaths and

LXI. Any Person duly bound as an Apprentice who shall enlist as a Soldier in Her Apprentice en* 
Majesty's or the East India Company's Service, and shall state to the Magistrate before whom J!*^?* ^ ^ 
he shall be carried and attested that he is not an Apprentice, shall be deemed guilty of afteAhe £x*^ 
obtaining Money under false Pretences within the true Intent and Meaning of the before- piranonofbis 
recited Acts, if in England or in Ireland^ and of Falsehood, Fraud, and wilful Imposition, if Apprenticeship, 
in Scotland, and shall after the Expiration of his Apprenticeship, whether he shall have been 
so convicted and punished or not, be liable to serve as a Soldier in any of Her Majesty's 
Regular Forces, or in the Forces of the East India Company, according to the Terms of the 
Enlistment, and if on the Expiration of his Apprenticeship he shall not deliver himself up to 
some Officer authorized to receive Recruits, may be taken as a Deserter from Her Majesty's 
Forces. 

LXn. No Master shall be entitled to claim an Apprentice who shall enlist as a Soldier in claims of 
Her Majesty's or the East India Company's Service, unless he shall, within One Calendar MMtcra to Ap« 
Month after such Apprentice shall have left his Service, go before some Justice, and take the P**""^"* 
Oath mentioned in the Schedule to this Act annexed, and produce the Certificate of such 
Justice of his having taken such Oath, which Certificate such Justice is required to give in 
the Form in the Schedule to this Act annexed, and unless such Apprentice shall have been 
bound, if in England, for the full Term of Seven Years, not, having been above the Age of 
Fourteen when so bound, and, if in Ireland or in the British Isles, for the full Term of Five • 

Years at the least, not having been above the Age of Sixteen when so bound, and if in 
Scotland, for the full Term at least of Four Years, by a regular Contract or Indenture of 
Apprenticeship, duly extended, signed, and tested, and binding on both Parties by the Law 
of Scotland, prior to the Period of Enlistment, and unless such Contract or Indenture in 
Scotland shall, within Three Months after the Commencement of the Apprenticeship, and 
before the Period of Enlistment, have been produced to a Justice of the Peace of the Countv 
in Scotland wherein the Parties reside, and there shall have been endorsed thereon by such 
Justice a Certificate or Declaration signed by him specifying the Date when and the Person 
by whom such Contract or Indenture shall have been so produced, which Certificate or 
Declaration such Justice of the Peace is hereby required to endorse and sign, and unless such 
Apprentice shall, when claimed by such Master, be under Twenty-one Years of Age: 
Provided always, that any Master of an Apprentice indentured for the Sea Service shall be 
entitled to claim and recover him in the Form and Manner above directed, notwithstanding 
such Apprentice may have been bound for a less Term than Seven, Five, or Four Years as 
aforesaid: Provided also, that any Master who shall give up the Indentures of Apprenticeship 
within One Month after the enlisting of such Apprentice shall be entitled to receive to his 
own Use so much of the Bounty payable to such Recruit, after deducting therefrom Two 
Guineas to provide him with Necessaries, as shall not have been paid to such Recruit before 
Notice given of his being an Apprentice. 

LXIII. No Apprentice claimed by his Master shall be taken from any Corps or Recruit- PuQiahmcot of 
ing Party but under a Warrant of a Justice residing near, and within whose Jurisdiction Apprentices 
such Apprentice shall then happen to be, before whom he shall be carried ; and such Justice 
shall inquire into the Matter upon Oath, which Oath he is hereby empowered to administer, 
and shall require the Production and Proof of the Indenture, and that Notice of the said 
Warrant has been given to the Commanding Officer, and a Copy thereof left with some 
Officer or Non-commissioned Officer of the Party, and that such Person so enlisted declared 
that he was no Apprentice ; and such Justice, if required by such Officer or Non-commis-

Taoti enlisting, before the Expiration of the Term of Service for which he had been hired by his Master to 

adjudge to such Recruit a reasonable Proportion of his Wages for the Time he has actually 
served; and the said Justice shall make an Order for the Payment of the Amount so 
awarded, and in case of Neglect or Itefusal to pay the same within Four Days shall issue his 
Warrant for levying the same by Distress and Sale of the Goods and Chattels of the 
Master.

LXV. * And whereas certain Soldiers who have heretofore been dulv enlisted, and who 
' have voluntarily taken the Oath of Allegiance and Fidelity, and are now receiving Her 
^ Majesty's Pay, have been sworn and attested, but Doubts have arisen whether the Justices 
^ before whom the said Soldiers have been so sworn and attested were duly qualified to 
' administer to such Soldiers the Oaths prescribed by the several Acts passed for the punish- 
* ing Mutiny and Desertion, and for the better Payment of the Army and their Quarters :' In 
every Case where any such Soldier, having been duly enlisted, shall have been so attested 
and sworn, and shall not have claimed to be discharged on or before the Seventeenth Day of 
March One thousand eight hui^red and forty-six, he shall not be entitled to his Discharge 
by reason of such Informality, but shall be liable to all the Provisions of this Act, and of 
the Act passed during the last Session of Parliament for the punishing Mutiny and Deser- 
tion, and for the better Payment of the Army and their Quarters, where in force, and shall 
be entitled to the full Benefit of his past Service, and to all Pay and Pension in respect 
thereof, to all Intents and Purposes and in like Manner as if he had been duly attested and 
sworn.

LXVI. No Secretary-at-War, Paymaster General of the Aimy, Paymaster, or any other 
Officer whatsoever, or their under Officers, shall receive any Fees or make any Deductions 
from^theVav (^ whatsocvcr out of the Pay of any Officer or Soldier In Her Majesty's Army, or from their 
the Annx* Agents, which shall grow due from and after the Twenty-fifth Day of April One thousand 

eight hundred and fifty-two, other than the usual Deductions, or such other necessary 
Deductions as shall from Time to Time be required by Her Majesty's Regulations, or by 
Her Majesty's Order signified by the Secretary-at-War; and every Paymaster or other 
Officer having received any Officer's or Soldier's Pay who shall unlawfully detain the same 
for the Space of One Month, or refuse to pay the fame when it shall become due, according 
to the several Rates and agreeably to the several Regulations established by Her Majesty's 
Orders, shall, upon Proof thereof before a Court-martial, be discharged from his Employ- 
ment, and shall forfeit One hundred Pounds, and the Informer, if a Soldier, if he demand it, 
shall be discharged from any further Service ; provided, as aforesaid, that it shall be lawful 
for Her Majesty's Secretary-at-War to give Orders for withholding the Pay of any Officer 
or Soldier for any Period during which such Officer or Soldier shall be absent without 
Leave, or improperly absent from his Corjjs and from his Duty, or, in case of any Doubt as 
to the proper Issue of Pay, to withhold it from the Parties aforesaid until Her Majesty's 
Orders shall have been signified by the Secretary-at-War.

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LXVIL ' And whereas by Petition of Right in the Third Year of King Charles the 
First it is enacted and declared, that the People of the Land are not by the Laws to be 
burdened with the sojourning of Soldiers against their Wills ; and by a Clause in an Act of 
the Parliament of England^ made in the Thirty-first Year of the Reign of King Charles the 
Second, for granting a Supply to His Majesty of Two hundred and six thousand four hun- 
dred and sixty-two Pounds Seventeen Shillings and Threepence, for paying and disbanding 
the Forces, it is declared and enacted, that no Officer, Civil or Military, nor other Person 
whosoever, should thenceforth presume to place^ quarter, or billet any Soldier upon any

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' Subject or Inliabitant of this Bealm^ of any Degree, Quality, or Profession whatsoever, 

* without his Consent, and that it shall be lawful for any Subject or Inhabitant to refuse to 

* quarter any Soldier, notwithstanding any Warrant or Billeting whatsoever : And whereas 

* by an Act passed in Ireland in the Sixth Year of the Reign of Queen Anncy intituled An 6 Anne, c. u. 

* Act to prenent the Disorders that may happen by the marching of Soldiers^ and providing 

* Carriages for the Baggage of Soldiers on their Marchy it was enacted, that no Officer, Sol- 
' dier, or Trooper in the Army, nor the Servant of any Officer, nor any Attendant on the 

* Train of Artillery, should at any Time thereafter be allowed any Quarters in any Part of 

* Ireland^ save only during such Tune as he or they should be and remain in some Seaport 

* Town in order to be transported, or during such Time as there should be any Commotion 

* in any Part of Ireland^ by reason of which Emergency the Army should be conmianded to 

* march from any Part of Ireland to another :' But forasmuch as there is and may be Occasion 
for the marching and quartering of Kegiments, Troops, and Companies in several Parts of 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland^ the said recited Acts and the several 
Provisions thereof shall not be of any Force or Effect during the Continuance of this Act. 

LXVIII. It shall be lawful for all Constables of Parishes and Places, and other Persons How and wbere 
specified in this Act, in England and Ireland^ and they are hereby required, to billet the "^"^"^PJ ""^ ^ 
Officers and Soldiers in Her Majesty's Service and Persons receiving Pay in Her Majesty's *^ ' 
Army, and the Horses belonging to Her Majesty's Cavalry, and also all Staff and Field 
Officers Horses, and all Bat and Baggage Horses belonging to any of Her Majesty's other 
Forces, when on actual Service, not exceeding for each Officer the Number for which Forage 
is or shall be allowed by Her Majesty's Regulations, in Victualling Houses and other Houses 
specified in this Act (taking care in Ireland not to billet less than Two Men in One House, 
except only in case of billeting Cavalry as specially provided) ; and they shall be received by 
the Occupiers of such Houses in which they are so allowed to be billeted, and be furnished by 
such Victuallers with propsr Accommodation in such Houses, or if any Victualler shall not 
have sufficient Accommodation in the House upon which a Soldier is billeted, then in some 
good and sufficient Quarters to be provided by such Victualler in the immediate Neighbour- 
hood, and in England with Diet and Small Beer, and with Stables, Hay, and Straw for such 
Horses as aforesaid, paying and allowing for the same the several Rates herein-after pro- 
vided ; and at no Time when Troops are on a March shall any of them, whether Infantry or 
Cavalry, be billeted above One Mile from the Place mentioned in the Route ; and in all 
Places where Cavalry shall be billeted in pursuance of this Act, the Men and their Horses 
shall be billeted in One and the same House, except in case of Necessity ; and in no other 
Case whatsoever shiill there be less than One Man billeted where there shall be One or Two 
Horses, nor less than Two Men where there shall be Four Horses, and so in proportion for 
a greater Number ; and in no Case shall a Man and his Horse be billeted at a greater 
Distance from each other than One hundred Yards ; and the Constables are hereby required 
to billet all Soldiers and their Horses on their March in a just and equal Proportion upon 
the Keepers of all Houses within One Mile of the Place mentioned in the Route, although 
some of such Houses may be in the adjoining County, in like Manner in every respect as if 
such Houses were locally situate within such Place ; provided that nothing herein contained 
shall be construed to extend to authorize any Constable to billet Soldiers out of the County 
to which such Constable belongs when the Constable of the adjoining County shall be present 
and undertake to billet the due Proportion of Men in such adjoining County ; and no more 
Billets 'shall at any Time be ordered than there are effijctive Soldiers and Horses present to

sleep ; and when any Person shall be enlisted as a Soldier in Her Majesty's Land Service he 
shall, within Four Days (any intervening Sunday not included) but not sooner than Twenty- 
four Hours after such enlisting, appear, together with some Person employed in the Recruit- 
ing Service of the Party with which he shall have enlisted, before any Justice or other

his having been a Soldier and discharged, or to have concealed his having been discharged 
upon any prior Enlistment, or to have wilfully concealed any such Infirmity, or to have 
designedly made any false Representation upon being attested,- to adjudge such Recruit, if 
in Englandy to be a Rogue and Vagabond, and to sentence him to such Punishment as 
by any Law in force may be inflicted upon Rogues and Vagabonds, and to adjudge such 
Person, if in Scotland or Ireland^ to be imprisoned, with Hard Labour, in any Prison or 
House of Correction for any Period not exceeding Three Months; and any Recruit who shall 
designedly make any false Representation of any Particular contained in the Oaths and 
Certificates in the Schedule to this Act annexed, before the Justice, at the Time of his 
Attestation, and shall obtain any Enlisting Money or Bounty for entering into Her Majesty's 
Service, or into the Service of the East India Company, or any other Money, shall be 
deemed guilty of obtaining Money under false Pretences, within the true Intent and 
Meaning, if in England^ of an Act passed in the Seventh and Eighth Years of His Majesty 
King George the Fourth, intituled An Act for consolidating a?id amending the Laws in 7 & g G. 4. 
England relative to Larceny and other Offences connected therewith^ and if in Ireland^ of c, 29. 
an Act passed in the Ninth Year of the Reign of His Majesty King George the Fourth, 
intituled An Act for consolidating and amending the Laics in Ireland relative to Larceny and 9 g. 4. c. ss. 
other Offences connected therewith^ and such Recruit, if in Scotland, shall be deemed guilty 
of Falsehood, Fraud, and wilful Imposition ; and any Recruit who shall in any Part of 
Her Majesty's Dominions or elsewhere have committed any of the before-mentioned 
Offences regarding Enlistment may be summarily punished, or prosecuted, tried and con- 
victed, for any such Offence, at any Time during tne Continuance of the Service for which 
he shall have enlisted, and in any County or Place where he may happen to be when 
such smnmary Proceeding or Prosecution shall be instituted ; and the Production of the 
Oath in the Schedule to this Act annexed, taken by the Recruit on his Attestation, and 
the Certificate then signed by the Justice before whom the Recruit was attested, certifying 
that the Questions and Answers contained in the Attestation were in his Presence put 
to and given by such Recruit, shall, in the Absence of Proof to the contrary, be deemed 
and taken to be sufficient Evidence of such Recruit having represented the several 
Particulars as in the Oath sworn by him ; and Proof by the Oath of One or more credible 
Witnesses that the Person so prosecuted hath voluntarily acknowledged that at the Time

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of his Enlistment he belonged to the Militia^ or to any Regiment in Her Majesty's Service,

K any Constable or other Person who by virtue of this Act shall be employed 
in billeting any Officers or Soldiers in any Part of the United Kingdom shall presume to 
billet any such Officer or Soldier in any House not within the Meaning of this Act, without 
the Consent of the Owner or Occupier thereof; or shall neglect or refuse to billet any 
Officer or Soldier on Duty, when thereunto required, in snch Manner, as is by this Act 
directed, provided sufficient Notice be given before the Arrival of such Troops; or shall 
receive, demand, or. agree for any Money or Beward whatsoever, in ord^ to excuse any 
Person from receiving such Officer or Soldier ; of shall quarter any of the Wives, Chil- 
dren, Men or Maid Servants of any Officers or Soldiers, in any such Houses, against the 
Consent of the Occupiers ; or shall neglect or refuse to execute such Warrants of the 
Justices as shall be <urected to him for providing Carriages, Horses, or Vessels, or shall 
demand more than the legal Bates for the same ; or if any Person ordered by any 
Constable in manner herein-before directed to provide Carriages, Horses, or Vessels shall 
refuse or neglect to provide the same according to the Orders of such Constable, or shall do 
any Act or Thing by which the Execution of any Warrants for {»rovidlng Carriages, H(M*ses, 
or Vessels shall be hindered ; or if any Constable shall neglect to deliver in to me Justices 
at Quarter Sessions Lists of Officers and Soldiers of the Foot Guards quartered according to 
the Provisions of this Act, or shall cause to be delivered defective Lists of the same ; or if any 
Person liable by this Act to have any Officer or Soldier quartered upon him shall refuse 
to receive and to aiford proper Accommodation or Diet in the House in which such 
Officer or Soldier is quartered, and to furnish the several Things directed to be furnished 
to Officers and Soldiers, or shall neglect or refuse to furnish good and sufficient Stables, 
together with good and sufficient Hay and Straw, for each Horse, at the Bate established 
by this Act, and in such Quantities as shall be fixed by Her Majesty's Begulations, not 
exceeding Twelve Pounds of Hay and Six Pounds of Straw per Diem for each Horse ; or if 
any Innkeeper or Victualler not having good and sufficient Stables shall refuse to pay over 
to the Person or Persons who may provide Stabling such Allowance by way of Cftmpen- 
sation as shall be directed by any Justice of the Peace, or shall pay any Sum or Sums of 
Money to any Soldier on the March in lieu of furnishing in E^ind the Diet and Small Beer 
to which such Soldier is entitled, or if any Toll CoUector shall demand and receive Toll 
from any of Her Majesty's Officers or Soldiers, they being in proper Staff or Begimental 
or Military Uniform, Dress or Undress, or for their Horses, or from any Becmits marching by 
Boute, or from any Prisoners under Military Escort, or from any enroUed Pensioners in 
Uniform, when called out for Training or in aid of the Civil Power, or for any Carriages 
or Horses belonging to Her Majesty, or employed in Her Service under the Provisions of 
this Act, or in any of Her Majesty's Colonies, when conveying Persons or Baggage or 
returning therefrom, every such Constable, Victualler, Toll Keeper, or other Person respec- 
tively shall forfeit for every such Offence, Neglect, or Befusal any Sum not exceeding Five 
Pounds nor less than Forty Shillings. 

Penalties upon XCIII. If any Military Officer shall take upon himself to quarter Soldiers otherwise

ficate thereof shall be transmitted by One of the said Justices to the Judge Advocate in 
London, who is hereby required to certify the same to the Commander-in-Chief and Secretary- 
at-War, and that the said Conviction be affirmed at some Quarter Sessions of the Peace of 
the said County held next after the Expiration of Three Months after such Certificate of the 
Justice shall have been transmitted as aforesaid ; and if any Military Officer shall take, or 
knowii^ly suffer to be taken, any Money or Beward of any Person for excusing the quarter- 
ing of Officers or Soldiers, (»r shall billet any of the Wives, Children, Men or Maid Servants 
of any Officer or Soldier, in any House, against the Consent of the Occupier, he shall, upon 
being convicted thereof before a Geners^ Court-martial, be cashiered; and if any Officer shall 
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constrain any Carriftge to travel beyond the Distance specified in the Jnttice^s Warrant, or 
Bhall not discharge the same in due Time for their Return home on the same Day if it be 
practicable, except in the Case of Emergency for which the Justice shall have given Licence^ 
or shall compel the Driver of any Carriage to take up any Soldier or Servant (except 
such as are sick) or any Woman to ride therein, except in Cases of Emergency as aforesaid, 
or shall force any Constable, by threatening Words to provide Saddle Horses for himself or 
Servants, or shall force Horses from their Owners, or in Ireland shall force the Owner to take 
any Loading until the same shall be first duly weighed, if the same can be done within reasonable 
Time, or shall, contrary to the Will of the Owner or his Servant, permit any Person what- 
soever to put any greater Load upon any Carriage than is directed by this Act, such Officer 
shall forfeit for every Offence any Sum not exceeding Five Pounds nor less than Forty 
Shillings. 

XCIV. For the better Preservation of Game and Fish in or near such Places where Penalty on 
any Officers shall at any Time be quartered, be it enacted, That every Officer. who shall, '^**l'08 Game.

An Act for the Regulation of Her Majesty's Royal Marine Forces while on 
shore. [20th April 1852.] 

* Tl^ HERE AS it is judged necessary for the Safety of the United Kingdom, and the 

* Defence of the PossesBions of this Realm, that a Body of Royal Marine Forces 

* should be employed in Her Majesty's Fleet and Naval Service, under tne Direction of the 

* Lord High Admiral of the United Kingdom, or the Commissioners for executing the Office 
' of Lord High Admind aforesaid : And whereas the said Forces may frequently be quar- 
' tered or be on shore, or sent to do Duty or be on board Transport Ships or Merchant 

* Ships or Vessels, or Ships or Vessels of Her Majesty, or other Ships or Vessels, or they 
' may be under other Circumstances in which they will not be subject to the Laws relating 

* to the Government of Her Majesty's Forces by Sea : And whereas no Man can be fore- 
' judged of Life or Limb, oi subjected in Time of Peace to any Kind of Punishment within 
' this Realm by Martial Law, or in any other Manner than by the Judgment of his Peers, 
' and according to the known and established Laws of this Realm ; yet nevertheless it being 
' requisite for the retaining of such Forces in their Duty that an exact Discipline be 

* observed, and that Marines who shall mutiny or stir up Sedition, or shall desert Her 
' Majesty's Service, or be guilty of any otiier Crime in breach of good Order and Discipline, 

* be brought to a more exemplary and speedy Punishment than the usual Forais of the 
' Law will allow, or be guilty of Crimes and Offences to the Prejudice of good Order and 
' Military Discipline :' Be it therefore enacted by the Queen's most Excellent Majesty, by 
and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in 
this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

L That it shall be lawful for the said Lord Hiffh Admiral, or the Commissioners for Lord High 
executing the Office of Lord High Admiral aforesaid, to make, ordain, and establish Rules ^!°J^e Ar* 
and Articles of War, under the Hand of the said Lord High Admiral, or under the Hands tides for the 
of any Two or more of the s^d Commissioners, for the better Government of Her Majesty's Punishme nt of 
Royal Marine Forces, and for the Punishment of Mutiny, Desertion, Lnmorality, Breach ^1J''2^' I>««* 
of Discipline, Misbehaviour, Neglect of Duty, and any other Offence or Misconduct of 
which they shall be guilty, in any Place on shore or afloat in or out of Her Majesty's 
Dominions, or at any Time when or under- any Circumstances in which they shall not be 
amenable to the Laws for the Government of Her Majesty's Ships, Vessels, and Forces by 
Sea, or to the Discipline of the Royal Navy, which Rules and Articles shall be judicially 
taken notice of by all Judges and in all Courts whatsoever ; and Copies of the same shall, 
as soon as conveniently may be after the same shall have been made, be transmitted by the 
Secretary of the Admiralty for the Time being (certified under his Hand) to the Judges of 
Her Majesty's Superior Courts at IVestminster, Dublin^ and Edinburgh respectively, and 
also to the Governors of Her Majesty's Dominions abroad ; provided that no Person within 
the United Kingdom of Cfreat Britain and Ireland or the British Isles shall by such 
Articles be subject to be transported as a Felon or to suffer any Punishment extending to 
Life or Limb, except for Crimes which are by this Act expressly made liable to such Trans- 
portation or to such Punishment as aforesaid, or shall be subject, with reference to any 
Crimes made punishable by this Act, to be punished in any Manner which shall not accom 
with the Provisions of this Act. 

IL All Crimes and Offences committed against any former Act made for the Regulation Oflencesagainst 
of the Royal Marine Forces while on shore, or against any of the Rules, Regulations, or ^""n**' ^^^ 
Articles of War made and established by virtue of the same, may during the Continuance tides of Wv. 
of this Act be tried, inquired of, and punished in like Manner as if they had been committed 
against this Act ; and every Warrant for holding any Court-martial under any former Act 
shall remain in foil Force notwithstanding the Expiration of such Act ; and all Proceedings 
of any Court-martial upon any Trial b^un iinder the Authority of such former Act shall 
not be discontinued by the Expiration of the same : Provided always, that no Person shall Limitation m 
be liable to be tried and punidied for any Offence against aAy of the said Acts or Articles *® "^"^

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of War which shall appear to have been committed more than Three Years before the Date 
of the Commission or Warrant for such Trial, unless the Person accused, by reason of his 
having absented himself, or of some other manifest Impediment, shall not have been ame- 
nable to Justice within that Period, in which Case such Person shall be liable to be tried at 
any Time not exceeding Two Years after the Impediment shall have ceased ; and provided 
also, that if any Officer or Marine in any Place beyond the Seas shall commit any of the 
Offences punishable by Court-martial under this Act, and shall escape, and come or be 
brought into this Realm before he be tried for the same, he shall, when apprehended, be 
tried for the same as if such Offence had been committed within this Realm. 

III. This Act shall extend to the Islands of Jersey ^ Guernsey ^ Aldemey^ Sark, and Man, 
and the Islands thereto belonging, as to the Provisions therein for enlisting of Recruits, 
whether Minors or of full Age, and swearing and attesting such Recruits, and for mustering 
and paying, and to the Provisions for Trial and Punishment of Officers and Marines who shall 
be charged with Mutiny and Desertion or any other of the Offences which are by this Act 
declared to be punishable by the Sentence of a Court-martial, and also to the Provisions which 
relate to the Punishment of Persons who shall fraudulently confess themselves to be Deserters, 
or who shall conceal Deserters, or shall kno^vingly buy, exchange, or otherwise receive any 
Arms, Clothes, Military Furniture, or Regimental Necessaries from any Marine or Deserter, 
or who shall cause the Colour of any such Clothes to be changed ; and also to the Provisions 
for exempting Marines from being taken out of Her Majesty's Service for not supporting or 
for leaving chargeable to any Parish any Wife or Child or Children, or on account of any 
Breach of Contract to serve or work for any Employer, or on account of any Debts under 
Thirty Pounds in the said Islands. 

The ordinary IV. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to extend to exempt any Officer or Marine 

i^^tTlKf inf - ^^^ being proceeded against by the ordinary Course of Law when accused of Felony, or 
feredvitb. when accuscd of any Misdemeanor committed with Violence to the Person, Estate, or 

Property of any of Her Majesty's Subjects punishable by the well-known Laws of the Land ; 
and any Commanding Officer who shall neglect or refuse, when due Application shall be 
made to him for that Purpose, to deliver over to the Civil Magistrate any Officer or Marine, 
or who shall wilfully obstruct, neglect, or refuse to assist any Peace Officer in apprehending 
any such Offender, shall, upon Conviction thereof in any of Her Majesty's Courts at 
Westminster^ Dubliny or Edinburgh, be deemed to be thereupon cashiered, and shall be 
utterly disabled to hold any Civil or Military Office or Employment in Her Majesty's 
Service ; and a Certificate of such Conviction shall be transmitted to the Secretary of the

V. No Person who shall have been tried before any of the ordinary Courts of Law for 
any Crime cognizable in such Courts shall be liable to be pimished* for the same by any 
Court-martial otherwise than by cashiering ; and whenever any Officer or Marine shall have 
been tried before a Court of ordinary Criminal Jurisdiction, the Clerk of the Court or other 
Officer having the Custody of the Records of such Court, or the Deputy of such Clerk, 
shall, if required by the Officer commanding the Division to which such Officer or Marine 
belongs, transmit to him a Certificate containing the Substance and Effect only, omitting the 
formal Part, of the Indictment, Conviction, and Entry of Judgment thereon or Acquittal of 
such Officer or Marine, and shall be allowed for such Certificate a Fee of Three Shillings. 

Marines to be VI. All of Her Majesty's Royal Marine Forces shall, during the Time they shall be 
DiscT n*n of respectively borne on the Books of any of Her Majesty's Ships or Vessels in Commission, 
the Navy while either as Part of the Complement or as Supernumeraries, or otherwise, be subject and liable 
on board Ship, in every respect to the Laws for the Government of Her Majesty's Forces by Sea, and to 

the Rules and Discipline of the Royal Navy, and shall and may be proceeded against and 
punished for Offences committed by them whilst eo borne, in the same Manner as the Officers 
and Seamen employed in the Royal Navy may be tried or punished ; except when and so 
long as any Marine Officers or Marines shall be landed from any of Her Majesty Ships, and 
be employed in Military Operations on shore, and when on such Occasions the senior Naval 
Officer present shall deem it expedient to issue an Order declaring that such Marine Officers 
and Marines shall during such Employment on shore be subject to the Regulations of this 
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Act, in which Cases and while such Order ^hall remain in force, they shall be subject to 
such Regulations, and be tried and punished under this Act accordingly, for any Offences to 
be committed by them while so on shore : Provided always, that if any Marine Officer or

It shall be lawful for the said Lord High Admiral, or the Conmiissioners for Lord High 
executing the Office of Lord High Admiral aforesaid, from Time to Time to grant Commis- i^]J"!![]it^Sni- 
sions or Warrants under the Hand of the said Lord High Admiral, or under the Hands of misBions for 
any Two or more of the said Commissioners, for the holding of General and other Courts- holding Genewl 
martial within the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and elsewhere out of Courte-martid, 
the same, in like Manner as has been heretofore used, and for bringing Offenders against this 

Act and the Articles of War to Justice, and to erect and constitute Courts-martial, as well 
within the said United Kingdom and the British Isles as in any of Her Majesty's Grarrisons or 
Dominions or elsewhere beyond the Seas, and to grant Commissions or Warrants to the 
Officer or Officers commanding in chief or commanding for the Time being any of Her 
Majesty's Royal Marine Forces, as well within the said United Kingdom as Her Majesty's 
other Dominions, and in any Foreign Parts out of the same Dominions, for convening, as 
well as for authorizing any Officer to convene. Courts-martial, as Occasion may require, for 
the Trial of Offences committed by any of the Koyal Marine Forces, whether the same shall 
have been committed before or after such Officer shall have taken upon himself such 
Command, the Officer so authorized not being however below the Degree of a Field Officer, 
except in the Settlements on the Western Coast of Africa, where a Captidn may be autho- 
rized to convene District or Garrison Courts-martial ; and any Person subject to this Act 
who shall, in any of Her Majesty's Dominions or elsewhere, commit any of the Offences for 
which he may be liable to be tried by Court-martial by virtue of this Act or of the Articles 
of War, may be tried and punished for the same in any Part of Her Majesty's Dominions, or 
other Place where he may have come or be after the Commission of the Offence, as if the 
Offence had been committed where such Trial shall take place. 

VIII. A General Court-martial convened in Saint Helena, the Settlements on the Western GenendCourti. 
Coast of Africa, Honduras, New Zealand, the Australian Colonies, Hong Kong, Prince of ™»'**^ 
Wales Island, Singapore, and Malacca, and the Settlements on the Coast of China, shall 

consist of not less than Five Commissioned Officers ; if convened in Jamaica, Newfoundland, 
Bermuda, the Bahamas, the Cape of Good Hope or other Settlements in Southern Africa, or 
in any Part out of the Queen's Dominions, excepting the Ionian Islands and the Parts before 
mentioned, it shall consist of not less than Seven, and if convened in any other Part of the 
Queen's Dominions, or in the Ionian Islands, or in the Settlements of the JSast India 
Company, it shall consist of not less than Thirteen Commissioned Officers ; and shall have 
Power to sentence any Officer or Soldier to suffer Death, Transportation, or any other 
Punishment which shall accord with the Provisions of this Act. 

IX. A District or Garrison Court-martial shall consist of not less than Seven Commis- District or Gtr- 
sioned Officers, except in Bermuda, the Bahamas, the Cape of Good Hope or other Settle- '»"oii Coum- 
ments in Southern Africa, Saint Helena, Jamaica, Honduras, Newfoundland, Neto Zealand, the 
Australian Colonies, the Windward and Leeward Islands, British Guiana, Hong Kong, and 

the Settlements on the Coast of China, where it may consist of not less than Five Commis* 
sioned Officers, and in the Settlements on the Western Coast of Africa, where it may consist 
of not less than Three Commissioned Officers ; and such Court-martial shall have the same 
Power as a General Court-martial to sentence any Marine to such Punishments as shall 
accord with the Provisions of this Act ; provided that the Sentence of a District or Gtirrison 
Court-martial shall be confirmed by the General Officer, Governor, or Senior Officer in 
Command of the District, Garrison, Island, or Colony, and that such Court-martial shall 
not have Power to try a Commissioned Officer, nor to pass any Sentence of Death or 
Transportation.

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X. A DiTieioiuJ or Detadbment C<nirt«-inartial^liall conaifit of not lees than Five Officers^ 
unless it be found to be impractioable to assemble that Number, when Three shall be 
sufficient, and shUl hare Power to sentence any Marine to Corporal Punishment, or to 
Imprisonment, and Forfeiture of Pay, in such Manner as shall accord with the Provisions of 
this Act. 

XI. In Cases of Mutiny and gross Insubordination, or of other Offences conunitted on the 
Line of March, or on board anv Transport Ship, Convict Ship, or Merchant Vessel, the 
Offender may be tried by a Divisional or Detachment Court-martial, and the Sentence 
confirmed and carried into exiecution on the Spot by the Officer in immediate Command, 
provided that the Sentence shall not exceed that which a Divisional Court-martial is com7 
petent to award. 

XII. It shall be lawful for any Officer commanding any Detachment or Portion of Her 
Majesty's Royal Marine Forces which may at any Time be serving out of Her Majesty's Domi- 
nions, upon Complaint made to him of any Offence committed against the Property or Person 
of any Inhabitant of or Resident in any such Countries by any Person under the inunediate 
Command of any such Officer, to summon and cause to be assembled a Detachment General 
Court-martial, which shall consist of not less than Three Officers, for the Trial of any such 
Person, notwithstanding such Officer shall not have received any Warrant empowering him 
to assemble Courts- martial ; and every such Court-martial shall have the same Powers in 
regard to summoning and examining Witnesses, Trial of and Sentence upon Offenders, as are 
granted by this Act to General Courts -martial : Provided always, that no Sentence of any 
such Detachment Court-martial shall be executed until the Officer commanding the Army 
to which the Division, Brigade, Detachment, or Party to which any Person so tried shall 
belong shall have approved and confirmed the same. 

XIII. When nccessarv or expedient. Officers of Her Majesty's Land Forces and of the 
Royal Marines may sit m conjunction on Courts-martial, whether the commanding Officer 
by whose Order such Court-martial is assembled belongs to the Land or Marine Forces ; 
and when the Person to be tried shall belong to the Royal Marines, then the Proceedings of 
such Court-martial shall be regulated according to the Provisions of this Act ; but where the 
Person to be tried shall belong to Her Majesty's Land Forces, then the Provisions of the 
Act passed in the present Session of Parliament for the Punishment of Mutiny and Desertion, 
and for the better Payment of the Army and their Quarters, and the Oaths therein prescribed, 
shall be applicable.

the Offences cognizable by a District or Garrison Coiuii-martial ; but the Sentence so awarded 
by any such Court shall not be carried into effect until the Senior Officer of the Royal 
Marines in the District, Garrison, Station, or Place, not being a Member of the Court, shall 
have confirmed the same : Provided always, that if there be any such Superior Officer of 
Her Majesty's Land Forces present in Command of the District, Garrison, Station, or Place 
where Marines may be, in such Case it shall be lawful for him to convene or assemble such

martial by the President of the Court ; and all Persons so summoned and attending as Wit- 
nesses before any Court-martial shall, during their necessary Attendance in or on such

attend on such Courts, or attending shall refuse to be sworn, or not produce the Documents 
being under their Power or Control required to be produced by them, or, being sworn, shall ' 
refuse to give Evidence or to answer all such Questions as the Court may legaUy demand of 
them, shall be liable to be attached in the Court of Queen's Bench in London or Dublin, or 
in the Court of Session, or Sheriff Depute or Stewarts Depute or their respective Substitutes 
within their several Shires and Stewartries^ in Scotland, or in the Courts of Law in the East . 
or West Indies, or in any of Her Majesty's Colonies, Garrisons, or Dominions in Europe or 
elsewhere, respectively, upon Compliant made, in like Manner as if such Witness had, after 

being 
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being duly Bummoned or subixBiiaed, neglected to attend oh a Trial in any Proceeding in the 
Court in which such Complaint shall be made. 

XVIII. After a Prisoner has been found guilty of any Charge or Charges the Court 
before which any such Prisoner shall have been tried may, before passing Sentence on such 
Prisoner, and for the Purpose only of affixing Punishment, receive in Evidence against him 
any previous Convictions by Courts-martial, and in like Manner and for the like Purpose the 
Court shall receive in Evidence any previous Conviction of such Prisoner by a Court of 
ordinary Criminal Jurisdiction, where the Offence charged in the Indictment was of a 
felonious, fraudulent, or unnatural Nature ; and in the Case of Convictions by Courts- 
martial, duly confirmed, when the Court-martial Book cannot conveniently be produced, 
a Certificate, which shall purport to contain a Copy of the Entry of such Convictions in 
the Court-martial Book, or in the Divisional or Company's Defaulters Book, and which 
shall be signed by the Adjutant, or other Officer having the Custody of the Court-martial 
Book or of the Defaulters Book of the Division or Company to which the Prisoner belongs, 
shall be sufficient Evidence of such Conviction; and it shall not be necessary to prove 
the Signature or official Character of the Person appearing to have signed such Certificate, 
nor, if the Court be satisfied from all the Circumstances of the Case that the Prisoner under 
Trial is the Person mentioned in any such Certificate, shall it be necessary to give other 
Proofs of the Identity of the Person of the Offender ; and in the Case of a Conviction by 
a Court of ordinary Criminal Jurisdiction, any Certificate transmitted as herein provided to 
the Officer commanding by the Clerk of any such Court or other Officer having Custody of 
the Records of such Courts, or the Deputy of such Clerk, containing the Substance and 
Effect of any Indictment, omitting the formal Part, together with the Judgment of the 
Court thereon, and purporting to be signed by such Clerk or other Officer, or by the Deputy 
of such Clerk, shall be sufficient Evidence of such last-mentioned Conviction ; and it shall 
not be necessary to prove the Signature or official Character of the Person appearing to have 
signed such last-mentioned Certificate, nor, if the Court be satisfied from all the Circum- 
stances of the Case that the Prisoner under Trial is the Person mentioned in such Certificate, 
shall it be necessary to give other Proofs of the Identity of the Person of the Offender : 
Provided always, tlmt before any such Evidence shall be received it shall be proved to the 
Satisfaction of the Court that the said Prisoner had previously to' his Trial received Notice 
of the Intention to produce such Evidence against him ; and provided also, that the Court 
shall in no Case award to him any other Punishment or Punishments than may by this 
Act and by the Articles of War be awarded for the Offence of which he shall have been so 
found guilty. 

XIX. Every Judge Advocate, or Person officiating as such, at a General Court-martial, 
and the President of every District or Garrison Court-martial, are required to transmit, with 
as much Expedition as the Opportunity of Time and Distance of Place can admit, the original 
Proceedings and Sentence thereof to the Secretary of the Admiralty for the Time being ; 
and any Person tried by a General Court-martial, or any Person on his Behalf, shall be en- 
titled, on Demand, to a Copy of such Sentence and Proceedings (paying reasonably for the 
same,^ whether such Sentence shall be approved or not, at any Time not sooner than Six 
Montns if the Trial took place at Gibraltar or in the Mediterranean^ Three Months if at any 
other Station within Europe, and Twelve Months if elsewhere in Her Majesty's Dominions ; 
provided that such Demand as aforesaid shall have been made within the Space of Three 
Years from the Date of the Approval or other final Decision upon the Proceedings before 
such General Court-martial. 

XX. No Officer or Soldier being acquitted or convicted of any Offence shall be liable to 
be tried a Second Time by the same or any other Court-martial, for the same Offence, and 
that no Finding, Opinion, or Sentence given by any Court-martial, and signed by the Presi- 
dent thereof, shall be revised more than once, nor shall any additional Evidence be received 
by the Court on any Revision. 

XXI. If any Person who is or shall be commissioned or in Pay as an Officer of Boyal 
Marines, or who is or shall be listed or in Pay as a Non-commissioned Officer, Drummer, or 
Private Man in Her Majesty's Boyal Marine Forces, shall at any Time during the Continuance 

of 
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of this Act, while on shore in any Place within the said Eangdom, or in any other of 
Her Majesty's Dominions, or in any Foreign Parts out of such Dominions, or on board any 
Transport Ship, or Merchant Ship or Vessel, or any Ship or .Vessel of Her Majesty, or on 
board any Convict Hulk or Ship, or any other Ship or Vessel, or in any Place whatever, 
where or while being in any Circumstances in which he shall not be subject to, or not be 
liable to or punishable by, the Laws relating to the Government of Her Majesty's Forces 
by Sea, begin, excite, cause, or join in any Mutiny or Sedition in Her Majesty's Marine or 
other Forces, or shall not use his utmost Endeavours to suppress any such Mutiny or 
Sedition, or coming to the Knowledge of any Mutiny or intended Mutiny shall not without 
Delay give Information thereof to his Commanding Officer ; or shall misbehave himself 
before* the Enemy; or shall shamefully abandon or deliver up any Grarrison, Fortress, Post, 
or Guard committed to his Charge, or which he shall have been commanded to defend ; or 
shall compel the Governor or Commanding Officer of any Garrison, Fortress, or Post to 
deliver up to the Enemy or to abandon the same ; or shall speak Words or use any other 
Means to induce such Governor or Commanding Officer or any other to misbehave before 
the Enemy, or shamefully to abandon or deliver up any Garrison, Fortress, Post, or Guard 
committed to their respective Charge, or which he or they shall be commanded to defend; 
or shall leave his Post before being regularly relieved, or shall be found sleeping on his 
Post ; or shall hold CoiTcspondence with or give Advice or Intelligence to any Bebel, Pirate, 
or Enemy of Her Majesty, either by Letters, Messages, Signs, Tokens, or any other Ways 
or Means whatever ; or shall treat or enter into any Terms with any such Bebel, Pirate, or 
Enemy, without the Licence of the Lord High Admiral of the said United Kingdom, or 
the Commissioners for executing the Office of Lord High Admiral aforesaid, for the Time 
being ; or shall strike or use or offer any Violence against his Superior Officer being in 
the Execution of his Office, or shall disobey any lawful Command of his Superior Officer ; 
or who being confined in a Military Prison shall offer any Violence against a Visitor or other 
Officer being in the Execution of his Office, or shall violate any Law or Begulation of or 
relating to any Military Prison ; or shall desert Her Majesty's Service ; every Person so 
offending in any of the Matters before mentioned shall suffer Death or such other Punish- 
ment as by a Court-martial shall be awarded.

and in any Country or Place which Her Majesty shall thereupon direct, or may, if such 
Offender shall have enlisted for a limited Term of Years, sentence him to serve for Life as a

or other Military or Royal Marine Stores, may be tried for the same by a General Court- 
martial, which may adjudge any such Offender to be transported as a Felon for Life or for 
any certain Term of Years, or to suffer such Punishment of Fine^ Imprisonment, Dismissal

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from Her Majesty's Service, and Incapacity of serving Her Majesty in any Office, Civil or 
Military, as such Court shall think fit, according to the Nature and Degree of the Offence ; 
and every such Offender shall, in addition to any other Punishment, make good at his own 
Expense the Loss and Damage sustained, which shall have been ascertained by such Court- 
martial ; and in every such Case the Court is required to ascertain by Evidence the Amount 
of the Loss or Damage incurred, and to declare by their Sentence that such Amount shall 
be made good by such Offender ; and the Loss and Damage so ascertained as aforesaid shall be

XXVI. "Whenever any Sentence of Transportation heretofore or hereafter passed upon In the Coloniefl.

XXXIV. Any General, Garrison, or District Court-martial before which any Marine Fwfetture of 
shall be convicted of habitual Drunkenness shall deprive such Marine of such Portion of for hUbitual^"**' 
his Pay, for such Period not exceeding Two Years, and under such Restrictions and Kegu- Drunkenne». 
lations, as may accord with the Articles of War to be made in pursuance of this Act, sub- 
ject to Kestoration on subsequent good Conduct ; and eveiy Divisional or Detachment 
Court-martial shall deprive a Marine convicted of a Charge of habitual Drunkenness of such 

Portion of his additional or regular Pay for such Period not exceeding Six Months, and 
under such Restrictions and Regulations, as may accord with the said Articles of War, sub- 
ject to Restoration on subsequent good Conduct ; and in addition to such Deprivation of 
Pay the Court may, if it shall think fit, sentence such Offender to any other Punishment 
which the Court may be competent to award : Provided that a Marine so sentenced to the 
Forfeiture of Pay who shall be quartered or removed to a Station where Liquor forms a 
Part of his Ration, and is issued in Kind, shall be deprived of his Liquor in Kind, instead 
of being deprived of One Penny of his daily Pay, for so long a Time as he shall remain in 
such Station, and such Sentence of Forfeiture of Pay shall remain in force.

Any Loss, Disposal of, or Destruction of, or Damage or Injury to, his Arms, Clothing, 
Instruments, Equipments, Accoutrements, or Necessaries, or any extra Article of 
Clothing or Equipment that he may have been put in possession of and ordered to wear 
on the Reconunendation of the Surgeon for the Benefit of his Health, or any Loss, 
Disposal of, or Destruction of, or Damage or Injury to, the Arms, Clothing, Instru- 
ments, Equipments, Accoutrements, or Necessaries of any OflScer or Marine, occasioned 
by his wilful or negligent Misconduct : 

Any Expense necessarily incurred by his Drunkenness or other Misconduct : 

Provided always, that, except in the Case of the Loss, Disposal of, or Destruction of, or 
Damage or Injury to. Accoutrements and Necessaries, in wluch Case the Court may by its 
Sentence direct that the said Stoppages shall continue till the Cost of replacing or repairing 
the same be made good, the Amount of any Loss, Disposal, Destruction, Damage or Injury, 
or Expense, shall be ascertained by Evidence, and the Offender shall be placed under Stop- 
pages for such an Amount only as shall be proved to the Satisfaction of the Court : Pro- 
vided also, that after satisfying the Charges for his messing and washing, so much only of 
the Pay of the Marine may be stopped and applied as shall leave him a Residue at the least 
of One Penny a Day. 

XXXVII. Whenever any Marine shall have been convicted of any such disgraceful

and such Governor, Provost Marshal, Gaoler, or Keeper shall keep such Offender in a 
proper Place of Confinement, with or without Hard Labour, and with or without Solitary 
Confinement, according to the Sentence of the Court, and during the Time specified in the 
said Order, or until he be discharged or delivered over to Military Custody before the Expi- 
ration of that Time, under an Order duly made for that Purpose ; and whenever Marines 
are called out in aid of the Civil Power, or are stationed in Billets, or are on the Line of 
March, every Governor, Provost Marshal, Gaoler, or Keeper of any public Prison, Gaol, 
House of Correction, Lock-up House, or other Place of Confinement, shall receive into his 
Custody any Marine for a Period not exceeding Seven Days, upon Delivery to him of an 
Order in Writing in that Behalf from the Officer commanding such Marine ; and any 
Governor, Provost Marshal, Gaoler, or Keeper of any public Pnson, Gaol, House of Cor- 
rection, Lock-up House, or other Place of Confinement, who shall reftise to receive and to 
confine, or to discharge or deliver over, any Marine Offender in the Maimer herein prescribed, 
shall forfeit for every such Offence the Sum of One hundred Pounds.

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Her Majesty's DominlonB, shall diet and supply every Marine imprisoned by the Sentence of 
a Court-martial or as a Deserter with Fuel and other Necessaries according to the Regula- 
tions of such Place of Confinement, and shall receive on account of every Marine during the 
Period of his Imprisonment Sixpence per Diem, which the Secretary of the Admiralty shall 
cause to be issued out of the Subsistence of such Marine upon Application in Writing 
signed by any Justice within whose Jurisdiction such Place of Confinement shall be locally 
situated, together with a Copy of the Order of Commitment, and which Sum of Sixpence 
per Diem slmll be carried to the Credit of the Fund from which the Expense of such Place 
of Confinement is defrayed. 

XLV. Every Gaoler or Person having the immediate Inspection of any public Prison, 
Gaol, House of Correction, or other Place of Confinement, to whom any Notice shall have 
been given, or who shall have Reason to believe or to know, that any Person in his Custody 
upon any Charge or for any Offence, Civil, Criminal, or Military, is a Marine, shall on 
receiving him into Custody give Notice thereof to the Secretary of the Admiralty, and also, 
if he be confined under Sentence of Imprisonment, previous to the Expiration of the Period 
of the Imprisonment of such Marine, give to the Secretary of the Admiralty One Month's 
Notice of the Period of such Expiration of Imprisonment, or if there shall not be suflficient 
Time for a Month's Notice, then the longest practicable Notice thereof; and for every 
Default of giving either or any of such Notices such Gaoler or Person shall forfeit the Sum 
of Twenty Pounds. 

XL VI. Every Military Prison which shall be established under or by virtue of any Act 
for punishing Mutiny and Desertion, and for the better Payment of the Army and their 
Quarters, shall be deemed to be public Prisons within the Meaning of any Act now in force 
or hereafter to be in force for the Regulation of Her Majesty's Royal Marine Forces ; and 
that any Officer or Marine convicted by a Court-martial may be sent, by Order of the Com- 
missioners for executing the Office of Lord High Admiral, to any such Military Prison, 
there to undergo such Punishment as may be awarded by the Sentence passed upon him, or 
until he be discharged or delivered up by an Order, as in the Case of a Discharge or Removal 
from any other Prison under this Act. 

XL VII. Musters, as have been customary, shall be taken of every Division or Company 
of Royal Marines once in every Calendar Month, as shall be appointed; and no Officer or 
Marine shall be absent from any such Muster, unless duly certified to be employed on some 
other Duty of the Corps, or sick, or in Prison, or on Furlough ; and every Person belonging 
to Her Majesty's Service who shall give or procure to be given any untrue Certificate, 
thereby to excuse any Person from any Muster or other Service which he ought to attend 
or perform, or shall make any false or untrue Muster of Man or Horse, or who shall wiUingly 
allow or sign any false Muster or Duplicate thereof, or shall directly or indirectly take or 
receive any Money or Gratuity for mustering any Person, or for signing any Muster Roll or 
Duplicate, or shall knowingly muster any Person by a wrong Name, shall, upon Proof by 
Two Witnesses before a General Court-martial, for any such Offence be forthwith cashiered, 
and disabled to have or hold any Civil or Military Office or Employment in the Service of 
Her Majesty ; and any Person who shall fraudulently offer or procure himself to be falsely 
mustered, or lend or furnish any Horse to be falsely mustered, shall upon Proof thereof by 
the Oaths of Two Witnesses before some Justice of the Peace residing near to the Place 
where such Muster shall be made, forfeit the Sum of Twenty Pounds, and the Informer, if 
he belongs to Her Majesty's Service, shall, if he demand it, be forthwith discharged ; and if 
any Person not belonging to Her Majesty's Service shall give or sign any untrue Certificate 
of Illness or otherwise in order to excuse any Officer or Marine from Appearance at any 
Muster, or whereby Her Majesty's Service may be defrauded, every Person so offending shall 
for every such Offence forfeit the Sum of Twenty Pounds. 

XL VIII. All Muster Rolls and Pay Lists of Royal Marines required to be verified upon 
Oath shall be sworn before and attested by any Justice of the Peace, without Fee or Reward 
to himself or his Clerk. 

XLIX. Every Marine shall be liable to be tried and punished for Desertion from any 
Corps into ^hioh he may have enlisted^ or from Her Majesty's Service^ although he ma^ of 
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right belong to the Corps from which he shall have origmally deserted ; and whether such suUequent Re- 
Marine shall be tried for deserting from the Corps into which he originally enlisted, or for *'*^*"*"*- 
deserting from the same Corps mto which he may have subsequently enlisted, or for any 
other Desertion, every Desertion previous or subsequent to that for which he may be so 
tried may, if duly stated in the Charges, be given in Evidence agwnst him on such Trial 

L. Upon reasonable Suspicion that a Person is a Deserter it shall be lawful for any Apprehension 
Constable, or if no Constable can be immediately met with, then it shall be lawful for any ^ Dwerten, 
Officer or Marine in Her Majesty's Service, to apprehend or cause such suspected Person to 
be apprehended, and to bring or cause him to be brought before any Justice living in or 
near such Place, and acting for the County or Borough wherein such Place is situate, or for 
the County adjoining such first-mentioned County or such Borough ; and such Justice is 
hereby authorized and required to inquire whether such suspected Person is a Deserter, and 
if it shall appear by the Testimony of One or more Witnesses taken upon Oath, or by the 
Confession of such suspected Person, confirmed by some corroborative Evidence, or by the 
Knowledge of such Justice, or by Evidence sufficient to satisfy such Justice, that there are 
reasonable Grounds for believing that such suspected Person is a Deserter, such Justice 
shall forthwith cause him to be conveyed in Civil Custody to the Head Quarters or Dep6t of 
the Division to which he belongs, if stationed within Five Miles of the Place of Apprehen- 
sion, or if such Head Quarters or Dep6t shall not be stationed within Five Miles, then to 
the nearest or most convenient public Prison (other than a Military Prison) or Police Station 
legally provided as the Lock-up House for temporary Confinement of Persons taken into 
Custody, whether such Prison or Police Station be in the County or Borough in which such 
suspected Person was apprehended or in which he was committed or not ; or if the Deserter 
shall have been apprehended by a Party of Marines in chai^ of a Commissioned Officer, 
such Justice may deliver him up to such Party, unless the Officer shall deem it necessary to 
have the Deserter committed to Prison for safe Custody ; and such Justice shall transmit an 
Account thereof, in the Form prescribed in the Schedule annexed to this Act, to the Secre- 
tary of the Admiralty, specifymg thereon whether such Deserter was delivered to a Party 
of Marines in order for lus being taken to the Head Quarters or Dep6t of his Division, or 
whether such Deserter was committed to Prison, to the end that the Person so committed 
may be removed by an Order from the said Lord High Admiral, or the said Commissioners 
for executing the Office of Lord High Admiral, and proceeded against according to Law ; 
and such Justice shall also send to the Secretary of the Admiralty a Report stating the Names 
of the Persons by whom the Deserter was apprehended and securea, and the Secretary of 
the Admiralty shall transmit to such Justice an Order upon the proper Department for the 
Payment of the Sum of Twenty Shillings as a Reward to the Person so certified to be entitled 
thereto ; and for such Information, Commitment, and Report as aforesaid the Clerk of the 
said Justice shall be entitled to a Fee of Two Shillings and no more ; and every Gaoler and 
other Person into whose Custody any Person charged with Desertion is committed shall, 
immediately upon the Receipt of the Person so charged into his Custody, pay such Fee of 
Two Shillings, and also, upon' the Production of a Receipt from the Medical Practitioner 
who may have been required to examine such suspected Person, a Fee of Two Shillings and 
Sixpence, and shall notify the Fact to the Secretary of the Admiralty, and transmit also to 
the Secretary of the Admiralty a Copy of the Commitment, to the end that the Secretary of 
the Admiralty may order Repayment of the same ; and that when any Person shall be appre- 
hended and committed as a Deserter in any of Her Majesty's Colonies, the Justice snail 
forthwith cause him to be conveyed to some public Prison, if the Detachment to which he is 
suspected to belong shall not be in the Colony, or if the Detachment be in the Colony, the 
Justice may, if within reasonable Distance, deliver him into Custody at the nearest MUitary 
Post, although the Detachment to which such Person is suspected to belong may not be 
stationed at such Military Post ; and such Justice shall in every Case transmit to the Officer 
commanding in the Colony a Descriptive Return in the Form prescribed, to the end that such 
Person may be removed by the Order of such Officer, and proceeded against according to Law.

Mrtenffaa Gsolk ^^^> House of Correction, Lock-up House, or other Place of Confinement in any Part of 

Her Majesty's Dominions, is hereby required to receive and confine every Deserter who 
shall be delivered into his Custody by any Marine conveying such Deserter under lawftd 
Authority, on Productibn of the Warrant of the Justice of the Peace on which such De- 
serter shall have been taken, or some Order from the Admiralty, which Order shall continue 
in force until the Deserter shall have arrived at his Destination ; and such Gaoler or Person 
shall be entitled to One Shilling for the safe Custody of the said Deserter while halted on 
the March, and to such Subsistence for his Maintenance as shall be directed by the sfud 
Lord High Admiral or the said Commissioners. 

Fraudulent LIIL Any Petsou who, while serving in Her Majesty's Navy or in any of Her Majesty's

and punished according to the Sentence thereof^ and any Person who shall voluntarily deliver 
himself up as and oonfess himself to be a Deserter from Her Majesty's Hoyal Marine Forces, 
or who, upon being apprehended for any Ofienoe, shall in the Presence of the Justice 
confess himself to be a Deserter as aforesaid, shall be deemed to have been duly enlisted and 
to be a Marine, and shall be liable to serve in Her Majesty's Royal Marine Forces, whether 
such Person shall have been ever actually enlisted as a Marine or not ; or in case such Person 
diall not be a Deserter from the Soyal Marine. Forces, or shall have been discharged there- 
from or firom any other Corps for any Cause whatever, or shall be incapable of Service, he 
shall, on Conviction thereof before Two Justices of the Peace at or near the Place where 
he shall deliver himself up or confess, or where he may at any Time happen to be, be ad- 
judged to be punished, if in England^ as a Sogue and Vagabond, and^ if in Scotland or 
Ireland, by Conunitment to some Prison or House of Correction, there to be kept to Hard

Offences connected therewith, or, if in Scotland, shall be deemed guilty of Falsehood, Fraud, 
and wilful Imposition; and every Person so deemed to be guilty of obtaining Money 
under false Pretences, or of Falsehood, Fraud, and wilfrd Imposition, (as the Case may be,) 
shall be liable to be proceeded against and punished accordingly ; and the Confession and 
receiving Subsistence as a Marine by such Person shall be Evidence of the false Pretence, or 
of the Falsehood, Fraud, and Imposition, (as the Case may be,) and of the obtaining Money 
to the Amount of the Value of such Subsistence, and the Value of such Subsistence so ob- 
tained may be charged in the Indictment as so much Money received by such Person ; and 
in case such Person shall have been previously convicted of the like Offence, or shall have 
been summarily convicted and punished in England as a Kogue and Vagabond, or in Scotland 
or Ireland by Commitment, for making a fraudulent Confession of Desertion, such former

Continuance of this Act, upon the Order or Orders in Writing in that Behalf under 
the Hand of the Lord High Admiral, or the Hands of Two or more of the Commissioners 
for executing the Office of Lord High Admiral, for the Time being, or upon the Order or 
Orders in Writing in that Behalf under the Hand of any Colonel Commandant or Com- 
manding Officer of any Division of Royal Marines, it shall be lawful for all Constables and 
other Persons specified in this Act in England and Ireland, and they are hereby required, to 
billet the Officers and Marines, whether marching or otherwise, and all Staff and Field 
Officers Horses, and all Bat and Baggage Horses belonging to the Royal Marine Forces, 
when on actual Service, not exceeding for each Officer the Number for which Forage is or 
shall be allowed by Her Majesty's Regulations, in Victualling Houses and other Houses 
specified in this Act, taking care in Ireland not to billet less than Two Men in any One 
House ; and they shall be received by the Occupiers of such Houses, and be furnished by 
such Victualler with proper Accommodation in such Houses, and with a separate Bed for 
each Marine, or if any Victualler shall not have sufficient Accommodation in the House 
upon which a Marine is billeted, then in some good and sufficient Quarters to be provided 
by such Victualler in the immediate Neighbourhood, and in England with Diet and Small 
Beer, and with Stables, Hay, and Straw for such Horses as aforesaid, paying and allowing 
for the same the several Rates herein-after provided ; and at no Time when Marines are on 
their March shall any of them be billeted above One Mile from the Place mentioned in the 
Route ; and in all Places where Marines shall be billeted in pursuance of this Act, the 
Officers and their Horses shall be billeted in One and the same House, except in case of 
Necessity ; and the Constables are hereby required to billet all Marines on their March in a 
just and equal Proportion upon the Keepers of all Houses within One Mile of the Place 
mentioned in the Route, although some of such Houses may be in the adjoining County, in 
like Manner in every respect as if such Houses were therein locally situated : Provided 
always, that nothing herein contained shall be construed to extend to authorize any 
Constable to billet Marines out of the County to which such Constable belongs when the 

Constable 
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Constable of the adjoining County Bhall be present and undertake to billet the due 
Proportion of Men in such adjoining County ; and no more Billets shall at any Time be 
ordered than there are effective Marines and Horses present to be billeted ; all which Billets, 
when made out by such Constables, shall be delivered into the Hands of the Conmmnding 
Officer present, or to the Non-commissioned Officer on the Spot ; and if any Person shall 
find himself aggrieved by having an midue Proportion of Marines billeted in his House, and 
shall prefer his Complaint, if against a Constable or other Person not being a Justice, to 
One or more Justices, and if against a Justice, then to Two or more Justices, within whose 
Jurisdiction such Marines are billeted, such Justices respectively shall have Power to order 
such of the Marines to be removed and to be billeted upon other Persons as they shall see 
Cause ; and when any Horses belonging to the Officers of Her Majesty's Royal Marine 
Forces shall be billeted upon the Occupiers of Houses who shall have no Stables, then, upon 
a written Bequisition of the Officer commanding such Marines, the Constable is hereby 
required to billet the Horses upon some other Person having Stables by this Act liable to 
have Officers and Marines billeted upon them, and any Two or more Justices of the Peace 
may order a proper Allowance to be paid by the Persons relieved to the Persons receiving 
such Horses, or to be applied in the furnishing the requisite Accommodation ; and the 
Commanding Officer may exchange any Man or Horse billeted in any Place with another 
Man or Horse billeted in the same Place, for the Convenience or Benefit of the Service, 
provided the Number of Men and Horses do not exceed the Number at that Time billeted 
on such Houses ; and the Constables are hereby required to billet such Men and Horses so 
exchanged accordingly ; and it shall be lawful for any Justice, at the Request of any Officer 
or Non-commissioned Officer commanding any Marines requiring Billets, to extend any 
Route, or enlarge the District within which Billets shall be required, in such Manner as 
shall appear to be most convenient to Her Majesty's Service : Provided also, that to prevent 
or punish all Abuses in billeting Marines it shall be lawful for any Justice, within his 
Jurisdiction, by Warrant or Order under his Hand, to require any Constable to give him an 
Account in Writing of the Number of Officers and Marines who shall be quartered by such 
Constable, together with the Names of the Persons upon whom such Officers and Marines 
are billeted, stating the Street or Place where such Persons dwell, and the Signs, if any, 
belonging to their Houses; and it shall be lawful for Constables to billet Officers and 
Marines in Scotland according to the Provisions of the Laws in force in Scotland as regards 
billeting Officers and Soldiers in the Royal Army at the Time of its Union with England ; 
and no Officer shall be obliged to pay for his TLtoagmg where he shall be regularly billeted, 
except in the Suburbs of Edinburgh : Provided also, that no Justice being an Officer of 
Royal Marines shall directly or indirectly be concerned in billeting or appointing Quarters 
under this Act. 

LXX. The Innholder or other Person on whom any Marine is billeted in England shall. Allowance to 
if required by such Marine, Airnish him for every Day on the March, and for a Period not Innkeepers 
exceeding Two Days when halted at any intermediate Place upon the March, and for the 
Day of the Arrival at the Place of final Destination, with One hot Meal in each Day, the 
Meal to consist of such Quantities of Diet and Small Beer as may be fixed by Her Majesty's 
Regulations, not exceeding One Pound and a Quarter of Meat previously to being dressed. 
One Pound of Bread, One Pound of Potatoes or other Vegetables, and Two Pints of Small 
Beer, and Vinegar, Salt, and Pepper, and for such Meal the Innholder or other Person 
furnishing the same shall be paid the Sum of Tenpence ; and all Innholders and other Per« 
sons on whom Marines may be billeted in England^ except when on the March, and entitled 
to be furnished with the hot Meal as aforesaid, shall furnish such Marines with Candles^ 
Vinegar, and Salt, and shall allow them the Use of Fire and the necessary Utensils for 
dressing and eating their Meat, and shall be paid in consideration thereof the Sum of a 
Halfpenny per Diem for each Marine ; and the. Sum to be piud to the Innholder or other 
Person on whom any of the Horses belonging to Her Majesty's Royal Marine Forces shall 
be billeted, in England^ for Hay and Straw, shall be Ninepence per Diem for each Horse, 
and in Ireland the Sum to be paid for Forage to the Innholder or other Person for Horses 
billeted by virtue of this Act shall be the Rate established by the Lord Lieutenant or other 
sufficient Authority from Time to Time, the same to be regulated by the average Rate of 
16 Vict.

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Contracts for Forage in Ireland; and for die Use of Stables in Irdand, when sudh Horses are 
provided with Hay and Straw by Contract, and not by the Occupiers of the Houses in which 
they are billeted, the Sum of Fourpence per Week for each Horse shall be paid ; and every 
Officer to whom it belongs to receive or who does actually receive the Pay and Subsistence 
of the Officers and Men shall every Four Days, or before they shall quit their Quarters if 
they shall not remain so long as Four Days, settle the just Demands of all Victuallers or 
other Persons on whom such Men are billeted, out of their Pay and Subsistence, before 
any Part of the said Pay or Subsistence be distributed to them respectively ; and if any such 
Officer shall not pay the same as aforesaid, then, upon Complaint and Oath, made thereof by 
any Two Witnesses before Two Justices of the Peace for the County, Riding, Divinon, 
Liberty, City, Borough, or Place where such Quarters were situate, mtting in Quarter or 
Petty Sessions, the Secretary of the Admiralty is hereby reqtiired, upon Certificate oS the 
Justices before whom such Oath shall' be made of the Sum due to Complainant, to order 
Payment of the Amount which shall be charged against such Officer, and in case of any 
Marines being suddenly ordered to march, and of the Commanding Officer not being enabled 
to make immediate Pa}anent of the Sums due on account of Billets, every such Officer shall 
before his Departure make up the Account with every Person upon whom any such Marines 
may have been billeted, and sign a Certificate thereof; which Account and Certificate, on 
being transmitted to the Secretary of the Admiralty, shall be inunediately paid and ohaiged 
to the Officer's Account.

Supplj of Car- LXXL For the regular Provision of Carriages for the Royal Marine Forces and their 
"^^"^ Baggage on their Marches in Great Britain and Ireland^ all Justices of the Peace within 

their several Jurisdictions, being duly required thereunto by Order of the said Lord High 
Admiral, or Two or more of the Commissioners for executing the said Office of Lord High 
Admiral, for the Time being, or any Colonel Commandant or Commanding Officer of a 
Division of Boyal Marines, shall, on the Production of such Order, or a Copy thereof 
certified by the Commanding Officer, to them or any One or more of them, by the Officer 
or Kon^commissioned Officer of the Jr arty of Marines so ordered to march, issue a Warrant 
to any Constable having Authority to act in any Place from, through, near, or to which such 
Marines shall be ordered to march, (for each of which Warrants a Fee of One Shilling only 
shall be paid^) requiring him to provide the Carriages, Horses, Oxen, and Drivers therein 
mentioned, (lowing sufficient Time to do the same,) specifying the Places from and to 
which the said Carriages. eJiall travel, and the Distance between the Places, for which 
Distance only so specified Payment shall be demanded, and which Distance shall not, except 
in Cases of pressing Emergency, exceed the Day's March prescribed in the Order of Route,

[30th June 1852.] 

Y^HEREAS by an Act passed in the Thirteenth Year of the Reign of Her present 

Majesty^ intituled An Act to consolidate and amend the Laws relating to Friendly is & 14 Viet. 
Societies y it was enacted^ that a Society might be established under the Provisions of the «• 1^5. 
said Act for any of the Objects therein mentioned; that was to say^ (amongst other 
Objects,) '' for the Relief, Maintenance, and Endowment of the Members, their Husbands, 
** Wives, Children, and Kindred ;" " and for the frugal Investment of the Savings of the

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CAP. XXXI. 

An Act to legalize the Formation of Industrial and Provident Societies. 

[30th June 1852.] 

W^^HEREAS by an Act passed in the Thirteenth Year of the Reign of Her present 

Majesty^ intituled An Act to consolidate and amend the Laws relating to Friendly is & 14 Vict. 
Societies y it was enacted, that a Society might be established under the Provisions of the «• n^* 
said Act for any of the Objects therein mentioned ; that was to say, (amongst other 
Objects,) ^* for the Relief, Maintenance, and Endowment of the Members, their Husbands, 
^* Wives, Cluldren, and Kindred ;" *' and for the frugal Investment of the Savings of the 
Members, for better enabling them to purchase Food, Firing, Clothes, or other Neces- 
saries, or the Tools or Implements of their Trade or Calling, or to provide for the 
** Education of their Children or Elindred, provided (amongst other things) that the 
*^ Shares in any such Investment should not be transferable:" And whereas various 
Associations of Working Men have been formed for the mutual Relief, Maintenance, 
Education, and Endowment of the Members, their Husbands, Wives, Children, or 
Kindred, and for procuring to them Food, Lodging, Clothing, and other Necessaries, by 
exercising or carrying on in common their respective Trades or Handicrafts ; and it is 
expedient to extend the Provisions of the said recited Act to such Associations, and 
otherwise to regulate the same:' Be it therefore enacted by the Queen's most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as 
follows : 

L It shall be lawful for any Number of Persons to establish a Society under the Provi- Societies of 
sions of this and the said recited Act, for the Purpose of raising by voluntary Subscriptions Working Men 
of the Members thereof a Fund for attaining any Purpose or Object for the Time being JuSwiforirtSdn- 
authorized by the Laws in force with respect to Friendly Societies, or by this Act, by ing the Objeeu 
carrying on or exeroiBing in common any Laoour, Trade, or Handicraft, or several Labours, ^^ Friendly 
Trades, or Handicrafts, except the working of Mines, Minerals, or Quarries beyond the ^jj^^ of ** 
Limits of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and also except the Business joint Trade, 
of Banking, whether in the said United Kingdom or elsewhere ; and this Act shall apply 
to all Societies already established for any of l^e Purposes herein mentioned, so soon as they 
shaU conform to the Provisions hereof. 

IL The Rules of any such Society shall provide^ RuIm of the 



Ist, For allowing Payments to be made from Time to Time to all Members of the Society 
in respect of any Work or Service which they may do or perform for or on behalf 
of the same : 

2d, Upon what Terms and Conditions (if any) Persons not Members of the Society shall 
be employed for or on behalf of the same ; yet so that any Person not a Member 
of the ScKnety who shall be employed for or on behalf of the same shall receive in 
respect of any Work or Service done or performed by him on behalf of such 
Society, whether by wot of Wages or otherwise, at least the same Amount or 
Value as if he were a Member of the Society : 

3d, Whether or not any Loans shall be contracted with Persons (whether Members of 
the Society or not) for the better effecting the Purposes thereof, and how such 
Loans and Interest thereon (if any) shall be secured ; yet so that the Interest 
on any such Loan shall not exceed the Rate of Six Pounds oer Centum per Annum, 
and so that the total Amount of Monies to be owing on Loan by the Society at 
any One Tune shall not exceed Four Times the Amount of paid-up Subscriptions 
for the Time being ; and a Declaration imder the Hands of the Trustees Or Trustee 
of the Society, certified by the Registrar of Friendly Societies, shall be sufficient 
Evidence in that Behalf of the Amount of paid-up Subscriptions : 

4th, For the Receipt of Subscriptions from Persons, Members of the Society, and for the 
Payment of Dividends on such Subscriptions at any Rate not exceeding Five

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CAP. XXXVIIL 

An Act to explain Two Acts of the Twelfth and Thirteenth Years of the Reign 
of Her Majesty, concerning the Appointments of Overseers, and the Authority 
of Justices of the Peace to act in certain Matters relating to the Poor in 
Cities and Boroughs. / [30th June 1852.] 

V/tTHEREAS by the Act passed in the Twelfth Year of the Reign of Her Majesty, 
^ Chapter Eighty it was enacted, that in every City, Town Corporate, or Borough the 
Justices of the Peace having Jurisdiction therein should have the exclusive Right of ap* 
pointing the Overseers of the Poor of the several Parishes, Townships, or other Places 
separately maintaining their own Poor, or of any Parts thereof within the said Cities, 
Towns Corporate, and Boroughs respectively, in Uke Manner and with the same Effect as 
the Justices of any County then had in respect of the Overseers of the Poor of any Parish 
within such County : And whereas by another Act of the Thirteenth Year of the Reign 
of Her Majesty, Chapter Sixty-four, it was enacted, that all Powers and Authorities 
which by the Act of the Forty-third Year of the Reign of Queen JSlizdbethj intituled An 
Act for the Relief of the Poor^ may be exercised out of General or Quarter Sessions by 
Two or more Justices of any County, might be exercised within any City or Borough by 
any Two or more Justices of the Peace having Jurisdiction within such City or Borough 
respectively as fully in all respects as by the Justices of the Coimty in or for any Parish 
of such County : And whereas Doubts exist as to the Meaning of the said Statutes with 
reference to the Justices who are competent to act under and by vivtue of the same, and 
it is expedient that such Doubts should be removed:' Be it therefore enacted and declared 
by the Queen's most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same. That in any City or Borough all Justices of the Peace, whether of 
such City or Borough or of the County, Riding, or Division comprising the same or ad- 
joining thereto, who shall otherwise have Jurisdiction to act in any Matter arising within 
such City or Borough, shall be deemed to be competent to act therein under and by virtue 
of the said Statutes in all respects.

An Act to remove Doubts as to the Lands and Casual Revenues of the Crown 
in the Colonies and Foreign Possessions of Her Majesty. [30th Jufie 1852.] 

INHERE AS by the Act of the First Year of His late Majesty King William the Fourth, 

^ ^ Chapter Twenty-five, " for the Support of His Majesty's Household, and of the 

" Honour and Dignity of the Crown of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland^'* 

the Produce of certain Revenues which in former Setuements of the Civil List had been 

reserved to the Crown, (that is to say,) " the Produce of the Hereditary Casual Revenues 

" arising from any Droits of Admiralty or Droits of the Crown, or from the Duties 

" called the Four-and-a-Half pei* Centum Duties, or West Indian Duties, and from all 

" surplus Revenues of Gibraltar, or any other Possession of His Majesty out of the 

" United Kingdom, and from all other casual Revenues arising either in the Foreign 

" Possessions of His Majesty or in the United Kingdom," which should accrue during the 

Life of His said Majesty, was directed to be carried to and made Part of the Consolidated 

Fund of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland : And whereas by the Act of the *

* jesty had not been passed : And whereas Doubts have arisen whether the Monies arising

* within the Meaning of the said Acts, and whether all or any Part of other Revenues 
^ arising within the said Colonies, and being Hereditary Casual Revenues within the 

* Meaning of the said Acts, may be lawfully appropriated to public Purposes for the Benefit 

* of the Colonies within which they may have respectively arisen ; and it is expedient that 

* such Doubts should be removed :* Be it therefore declared and enacted by the Queen's 
most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by th^ Authority of the 
same, as follows : 

I. The Provisions of the said recited Acts in relation to the Hereditary Casual Revenues Recited Pro- 
of the Crown shall not extend or be deemed to have extended to the Monies arising from ▼»»<>»">«>' J® ^ 
the Sale or other Disposition of the Lands of the Crown in any of Her Majesty's Colonies extwlded^tothe 
or Foreign Possessions, nor in anywise invalidate or affect any Sale or other Dissposition Produce of the 
already made or hereafter to be made of such Lands, or any Appropriation of the Monies Sale of Lands in 
arising from any such Sale or other Disposition which might have been lawfully made if 
such Acts or either of them had not been passed. 

IT. Nothing in the said recited Acts contained shall extend or be deemed to have ex- Provisions not 
tended to prevent any Appropriation which, if the said Act had not been passed, might to prevent the 
have been lawfully made, by or with the Assent of the Crown, of any Casual Revenues of^Casuiil*Re!^ 
arising within the Colonies or Foreign Possessions of the Crown (other than Droits of the venues in the 
Crown and Droits of Admiralty), for or towards, any public Purposes within the Colonies or ^°}°°;^ ^ 
Possessions in which the same respectively may have arisen: Provided always, that the pog^** ^^ 
Surplus not applied to such public Purposes of such Hereditary Casual Revenues shall be 
carried to and form Fart of the said Consolidated Fund.

An Act for carrying into execution an Agreement for the Sale of Property 
belonging to Her Majesty, in right of Her Crown and of Her Duchy of 
Lancaster, to the Commissioners of Inland Revenue ; and for enabling sucfi 
Commissioners to dispose of their present Chief Office and other Property 
in the City of London. [30th June 1852.] 

* 'W/' HERE AS by an Act made and passed in the Session of Parliament holden in the 

* ^ ^ Eighth Year of the Reign of His late Majesty King George the Third, and intituled 

' An Act for carrying into execution an Agreement made between the Mayor and Commonalty g o. s. c. 32. 
^ and Citizens of the City of London and the Wardens and Commonalty of the Mystery 

* of Mercers of the said City and Stamp Brooksbank Esquire^ Secretary to the Commissioners 

* of His Maje€ty*8 Revenue of Excise, for the Purchase of Gresham College and the Ground 
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and Buildings thereunto belonging^ and for vesting the same unalienably in tlie Crown for the 
Purpose of erecting and building an Excise Office thercy and for enabling the lecturers of the 
said College to marry, notwithstanding any Restriction contained in the Will of Sir Thomas 
Greeham Knight^ deceased y it is enacted^ that from and after the Twenty-fifth Day oi March 
One thousand seven hundred and sixty-eight, all that Messuage or Tenement then called 
Gresham College in the Parish of Saint Helenas in Bishopsgate Street and in Saint Peter*s the

were thereby declared to be vested in and annexed to the Imperial Crown of this Bealm, 
and should be and remain for ever unalienable from the same, and that His said Majesty, 
and His Successors to the Imperial Crown of this Realm, should for ever have, hold, and 
enjoy the same against the Mayor and Commonalty and Citizens of the City of London and 
the Wardens and Commonalty of the Mystery of Mercers of the City of Londouy and all 
and every Person and Persons claiming or to claim by, from, or under them or any of them, 
freed and discharged of and from all former Estates, Leases, or other Incumbrances what- 
soever made or granted of the said Premises or any Part thereof; and by the same Act it 
is enacted, that it should and might be lawful to and for all Bodies Politic, Corporate, or 
Collegiate, and all Trustees, Mortgagees, and Feoffees in Trust, Guardians of Infants, and 
Committees of Lunatics and Idiots, Executors, and Administrators whatsoever, and all and 
every other Person or Persons whomsoever who were or should be seised, possessed, or 
interested in any Lands or Tenements standing or being contiguous or adjoining to the said 
College, to bargain and sell the same to such Person or Persons as the Commissioners of His 
Majesty's Treasury then being, or any Three or more of them, or the High Treasurer, or 
the Commissioners of His Majesty's Treasury for the Time being, or any Three or more 
of them, should by Writing under his or their Hands appoint to contract for the Purchase 
thereof for the Purpose aforesaid, and such Lands or Tenements so to be purchased should 
be conveyed to His Majesty, His Heirs or Successors, by Deed or Deeds, to be enrolled in 
His Majesty's Court of King's Bench, and when so purchased should be, and be deemed 
to be, and were thereby declared to be vested in and annexed to the Imperial Crown of this 
KeaJm, and should be and remain for ever unalienable from the same ; and all Contracts, 
Agreements, and Sales, and all Conveyances by such Deeds enrolled as aforesaid, which 
should be made by such Bodies Politic, Corporate, or Collegiate, or other Persons aforesaid, 
should be valid and effectual to all Intents and Purposes, any Law, Statute, or Usage, or 
any other Matter or Thing to the contrary notwithstanding : And whereas afler the passing 
of the said Act, the said Messuage or Tenement called Gresham College was pulled down, 
and a Building now known as '' The Chief Office of Inland Bevenue " was erected on the 
Site thereof: And whereas in the Year One thousand seven hundred and ninety-six, one 
Edmund Cotterell sold to the then Commissioners of His then Majesty's Bevenue of Excise, 
a Messuage situate in Bishopsgate Street aforesaid, and then lately numbered 99 on the 
West Side of the said Street, and formerly called or known by the Sign of the Brass Pot : 
And whereas the said Messuage was not conveyed to His then Majesty, His Heirs or 
Successors, but by Indentures of Lease and Belease, dated respectively the Twenty-first 
and Twenty-second Days of December One thousand seven hundred and ninety-six, the 
Belease being made between the said Edmund Cotterell of the One Part, and John Fisher 
Esquire, therein described according to the Fact as the Secretary of the Commissioners 
of Excise, of the other Part, the said Messuage was released and confirmed to the said 
John Fisher and his Heirs to the Use of himself and his Heirs and Assigns for ever ; and 
by a Deed Poll, bearing Date some Time in the Year One thousand eight hundred and 
one, it was declared by the said John Fisher that the Consideration mentioned in the said 
Indenture of Belease to have been paid by him for the said Messuage was in fact paid to 
him by the Commissioners of Excise to make the said Purchase for them and their Suc- 
cessors Use, and that he would at any Time thereafter, at the Costs and Charges of the 
said Commissioners^ convey the said Messuage as they should direct : And whereas in

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the Year One thoasand eight hundred and twenty-two, one Catherine Mart/ia Melliah sold 
to the then Commiaaioners of His then Majesty's Revenue of Excise, a Messuage or Tene- 
ment or Range of Buildings in Old Broad Street, then formerly called the Excise Office, 
and the Messuage or Tenement at the East End thereof, which Messuages or Tenements 
and Range of Buildings were afterwards let to the South Sea Company, and were after- 
wards called the South Sea House, but were then divided into distinct Chambers or Tene- 
ments, and also the Tenement or Building in Old Broad Street^ adjoining to the before- 
mentioned Messuages or Tenements or Range of Buildings formerly called the Old South 
Sea House, and then divided into distinct Chambers or Tenements : And whereas the said 
Messuages or Tenements and Range of Buildings were not conveyed to Ilia then Majesty, 
His Heirs and Successors, but by Indentures of Lease and Release, dated respectively the 
Eighth and Ninth Days of November One thousand eight hundred and twenty-two, the 
Release being made between the said Catherine Martha MeUish of the One Part, and 
Thomas Burton, therein described according to the Fact as the Secretary to the Commis- 
sioners of Excise, of the other Part, the said Messuages, Tenements, and Range of Buildings 
were released and confirmed to the said Thomas Burton and his Heirs, to the Use of 
himself, his Heirs and Assigns for ever; and by a Deed Poll the said Thomas Burton 
declared that the Name of him the said Thomas Burton was used in the said Indentures of 
Lease and Release in trust only for the Commissioners of Excise for the Time being, by 
whom or by whose Directions the Purchase Money of the said Messuages, Tenements, and 
Range of Buildings was paid, and not by him the said Thomas Burton; and that he the said 
Tliomas Burton, his Heirs and Assigns, should and would stand and be seised and possessed 
of and in the same in trust when thereunto required by and at the Costs and Charges of 
the Commissioners for the Time being, or the major Part of them, to assign the same 
Messuages, Tenements, Hereditaments, and Premises, with the Appurtenances, to such 
Person or Persons and for such Estate and Estates, Interest and Interests, and in such 
Manner and Form as the said Conunissioners for the Time being or the major Part of them 
should at any Time thereafter direct or appoint, and in the meantime to permit and suffer 
the said Messuages or Tenements, Hereditaments, and Premises, with the Appurtenances, 
to be holden and enjoyed by such Person or Persons and in such Manner as the said Com- 
missioners of Excise for the Time being, or the major Part of them, might order and direct : 
And whereas by an Indenture of Leaae, bearing Date the Second Day of July in the Year 
One thousand eight hundred and thirty-five, and made between John Clayton Freeling, the 
then Secretary of His then Majesty's Commissioners of Excise, of the First Part ; Sir 
Francis Hastings Doyle Baronet, and William Plunkett and Thomas Harrison Esquires, 
Two of the said Conmiissioners, of the Second Part ; John Baring, George Carr Glynn, 
John Lahouchere, Thomas Masterman, John Abel Smitlt, Bees Goring Thomas, and Andrew 
Henry Thompson, therein severally described, of the Third Part, a Portion of the Property 
comprised in the said Indenture of Release, bearing Date the Ninth Day of November One 
thousand eight hundred and twenty-two, together with a Messuage or Tenement then 
lately erected and built thereon, wluch said Premises are more particularly described on a

An Act to provide a Burial Ground for the Township of Huddersfield in the 
County of Yorlc. [30th June 1852.] 

Vl/'HEBEAS the General Board of Health appointed under and by virtue of the 
Puhlic Health Act, 1848, have, in pursuance of the Provisions of the Nuisances 
Bemoval and Diseases Prevention Amendment Act, 1849, caused Inquiry to be made by 
William Lee^ One of their Superintending Inspectors appointed under and by virtue of the 
said Public Health Act, into the State of the Burial Grounds in the Township of Hudders- 
field in the Parish of Hudders^eld in the County of York^ being a populous Place in 
England to which the Public Health Act, 1848, has not been applied: And whereas, upon 
such Inquiry,^ it having appeared to the said General Board that the State of the Burial 
Grounds in the said Township of Uudder^eld is dangerous, and the Circumstances of that 
Township render it expedient that Interments should be prohibited in the said Township, 
except as herein-af^er mentioned, and that a Burial Ground should be provided for the said 
Township, the said General Board directed the said William Lee, as such Superintending 
Inspector as aforesaid, to make Inquiry, in the Manner directed by the said Public Health 
Act, or as near thereto as Circumstances would permit, into all the Circumstances con- 
nected with the parochial and other Burial Groimds of that Township, and as to the Place 
or Places in which any Burial Ground or Burial Grounds might be provided, either 
within or beyond the Limits of that Township, and as to the Means which mig|Lt be 
provided for the Conveyance of Bodies for Interment, and any other Arrangements which 
might be practicable for facilitating the convenient Interment of Bodies in the Burial 
Ground or Burial Grounds to be so provided, and as to the Rights in any Burial Grou]^d 
in such Township, not being a Parochial Burial Ground, which might be affected by 
the Prohibition of Interment in such Township : And whereas the said Superintending 
Inspector, having previously given the Notices directed by the Public Health Act, 1848, 
proceeded upon the said Inquiry in the Manner directed by the said Act, and hath reported 
in Writing, as directed by the said General Board of Health, the Besult of his Inquiries

* ment with the Reports of the Superintending Inspectors in relation to the Matters thereof: 

* And whereas it is expedient that the Authority of Parliament should be given to the 

* Establishment of the said Burial Ground, and the Regulation thereof:' Be it therefore 
enacted by the Queen's most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Conunons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by 
the Authority of the same, — 

I. That the Commissioners for the Time being acting in execution of the '* Hudder^eld 
Improvement Act, 1848," shall act in execution of this Act; and all Powers vested in the 
Commissioners under this Act may be exercised by Seven or more of the Conunissioners 
present at any Meeting holden in pursuance of this Act ; and no Business shall be transacted 
at any of the said Meetings unless the said Number of Commissioners be present. 

II. That the Boundaries of the Township of Huddersfield shall be the Limits within 
which this Act shall be in force. 

III. Tliat the said Commissioners shall provide such Offices as they may think necessary 
for the Purposes of this Act, and for providing such Offices may purchase by Agreement, or 
take on Lease, any Lands which may appear to them convenient for the same, and for that

That the said Conunissioners may from Time to Time appoint or employ, for the 
Purposes of this Act, a Registrar, a Treasurer, and an Auditor, with such Clerks and Officers, 
and on any Burial Ground to be provided by the said Commissioners under this Act such 
Superintendent, Gravediggers, and other Servants, as they deem necessary, and may remove 
such Registrar, Treasurer, Auditor, Clerks, Officers, Superintendent, Gravediggers, and 
Servants, or any of them, and may pay to all Persons so appointed or employed, out of any 
Mpnies to be received under this Act, such Salary or Stipend as may appear to such Commis- 
sioners sufficient, and may remove such Officers at their Pleasure, and may take sufficient 
Securities for their duly accounting for all Monies to be received by reason of such Employ* 
ment from all such Officers as will or may, in consequence of their Offices, be intrusted 
with the Custody or Control of Money. 

y. That the said Commissioners may purchase, enclose, plant, embellish, and lay out for 
the Purposes of a Burial Ground the Piece or Parcel of Ground particularly described 
and set forth in the Schedule to this Act annexed, and may erect and make uierein such 
Buildings and other Works as may appear to them fitting and proper, and may build in sud^

For the like Purposes^ the said Colonial Land and Emigration Commissioners^ acting by and 
under the Authority of One of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, from Time to

An Act for making a Turnpike Road between Stone Creek and Sunk Island 
Church in the County of York^ and between Sunk Island Church and 
Patrington Haven, and for consolidating with such Roads the present Turn- 
pike Road from Sunk Island Church to Ottringham^ and for constructing 
Quays and Wharfs at Stone Creek. [30th June 1852.J 

\^7 HEREAS under the Provisions of an Act passed in the Session of Parliament held 
in the Sixth and Seventh Years of King William the Fourth, Chapter Ninety-one, a 
Turnpike Road has been constructed from the Town of Ottringham in the East Riding 
of the County of York to the Church in the Parish of Sunk Island in the same Riding, 
and the Commissioners of Her Majesty's Woods, Forests, Land Revenues, Works, and 
Buildings, together with such other Persons as should be appointed as themn mentioned, 
were by the said Act constituted the Trustees for carrying into execution the several Acts 
for regulating Turnpike Roads, together with the said Act now in recital ; and it was by 
the Faid Act provided that it should be lawful for the Commissioners of Her Majesty's 
Woods, Forests, Land Revenues, Works, and Buildings, to advance any Sum or Sums of 
Money not exceeding in the whole Five thousand Pounds towards the Payment of the 
Expenses of obtaining the same Act and of caiTying the same into execution, such Sums 
to be repaid, with Interest «fter the Rate of Five per Cent, per Annum ; and it was also 
enacted, that it should be lawful for the Commissioners for the Issue of Exchequer Bills

on account of the ordinary Land Revenue of the Crown ; and the Tolls^ Bates^ and Daties 
by the said Act authorized to be raised have been insufficient to dischai^e any Part of the 
Monies so advanced : And whereas it would be of great Benefit, not only to Her Majesty 
as the Owner of Sunk Island aforesaid^ but to the other Owners, Inhabitants, and Occu-

* V\7 HERE AS an Act was passed in the Session of Parliament holden in the Fourth 
' ^ ^ and Fifth Years of the Reign of Her present Majesty Queen Victoria, intituled 

* An Act for the Commutation of certain Manorial Rights in respect of Lands of Copyhold 4&5Vict.c.S5. 

* and Customary Tenure, and in respect of other Lands subject to such Rights, and for facili- 

* toting the Enfranchisement of such Lands, and for the Improvement of such Tenure : And 
' whereas the said Act was amended and explained by an Act passed in the Session of 

* Parliament holden in the Sixth and Seventh Years of the Reign of Her present Majesty, 6&7Vict.c.23\ 

* and by an Act passed in the Session of Parliament holden in the Seventh and Ei^th Years 7&8Vict.c. 55. 

* of the Reign of Her present Majesty : And whereas it is expedient to extend the Provisions

An Act to enable Colonial and other Bishops to perform certain Episcopal 
Functions under Commission from Bishops of England and Ireland. 

[30th June 1852.] 

Ti;^ HERE AS by an Act passed in the Fifty-third Year of the Reign of His Majesty 
^ * King George the Third, intituled An Act for continuing in the East India Company 
for a further Term the Possession of the British Territories in India, with certain exclusive 
PrioilegeSf for establishing further Regulations for t/ie Government of the said Territories 
and the better Administration of Justice within the same, and for regulating the Trade to and 
from the Places within the Limits of the said Company^s Charter, it was provided and 
enacted, that in case it shall please His Majesty, by His Royal Letters Patent under the 
Great Seal of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, to found and constitute 
One Bishoprick for the whole of the said British Territories in the East Indies and other 
Parts within the Limits of the said Company's Charter, and from Time to Time to nomi- 
nate and appoint a Bishop to such Bishoprick, that such Bishop shall not haye or use any 
Jurisdiction or exercise any Episcopal Functions whatsoever, either in the East Indies or 
elsewhere, but only such Jurisoiction and Functions as shall or may from Time to Time 
be limited to him by His Majesty, by Letters Patent under the Great Seal of the eaid 
United Kinedom : And whereas by an Act passed in the Third and Fourth Years of the 
Reign of His Majesty King William the Fourth, intituled An Act for effecting an 
Arrangement with the East India Company, and for the better Government of Bis Majesty^ s 
Indian Territories, till the Thirtieth Day of April One thousand eight hundred andjifty^ 
four, it was proyided and enacted, that in case it shall please His Majesty to erect, found, 
and constitute Two Bishopricks, One to be styled the Bishoprick of Madras, and the other 
the Bishoprick of Bombay, and from Time to Time to nominate and appoint Bishops to 
such Bishopricks, imder tne Style and Title of Bishop of Madras and Banibay respectively, 
that such bishops shall not have or use any Jurisdiction or exercise any Episcopal 
Functions whatsoever, either in the said Territories or elsewhere, but only such Juris- 
diction and Functions as shall and may from Time to Time be limited to them respectively 
by His Majesty by His Royal Letters Patent under the Great Seal of the said United 
Kingdom :' Be it enacted by the Queen's most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice 

and 
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and Consent of the Lords Sinritual and Temporal, and Conunons, in this present Parliament 
assembled^ and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

L Notwithstanding anything in the said Acts or in any Letters Patent as aforesaid 
contained, it shall be lawful for a^ Bishop who by virtue of such Boyal Letters Patent 
under the Great Seal of the said United Kingdom shall exercise or have exercised in the 
British Territories aforesaid the Office of Bishop of Calcutta, or Madras^ or Bombay 
respectively, upon the Bequest and by the Conmiission in Writing under the Hand and 
Seal of the Bishop of any Diocese in England or Ireland, and with the Consent and Licence 
in Writing of the Archbishop of the Province within which such Diocese shall be situated, 
to ordain any Persons, provided such Persons shall be presented to him under the Direction 
and Authority of the Bishop of such Diocese, and to perform all other Functions peculiar 
and appropriate to the Order of Bishops within the Limits of such Diocese. 
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n. * And whereas by an Act passed in the Fifty-ninth Year of the Reign of 
George the Third, intituled An Act to permit the Archbishops of Canterbury and York and 
the Bishop of London for the Time being to admit Persons into Holy Orders specially for 
the Colonies, it was enacted, '' that from and after the passing of this Act no Person who 
** shall have been admitted into Holy Orders by the Bishops of Quebec, Nova Scotia, 
** or Calcutta, or by any other Bishop or Archbishop than those of England and Ireland, 
shall be capable of officiating in any Church or Cnapel of England or Ireland, without 
special Permission from the ArchbiBhop of the Province in which he moposes to officiate, 
or of having, holding, or enjoying or of being admitted to any Parsonage or other 
** Ecclesiasticfd Preferment in Enaland or Ireland, or of acting as Curate therein, without 
** the Consent and Approbation of the Archbishop of the Province and also of the Bishop 
of the Diocese in wnich any such Parsonage or Ecclesiastical Preferment or Curacy may 
be situated,'' and it was provided, ^^ that no Person who after the passing of this Act 
'' shall have been ordained a Deacon or Priest by a Colonial Bishop, who at the Time of 
'^ such Ordination did not actually possess an Episcopal Jurisdiction over some Diocese, 
" District, or Place, or was not actually residing within such Diocese, District, or Place, 
shall be capable in any way or on any Pretence whatever, of at any Time holding any 
Parsonage or other Ecclesiastical Preferment within His Majesty's Dominions, or of 
being a stipendiary Curate or Chaplain, or of officiating at any Place or in any Manner 
as a Minister of the Established Church of England and Ireland:^ And whereas by an 
Act passed in the Third and Fourth Years of the Reign of the Queen's most ExceUent 
Majesty, intituled An Act to make certain Provisions and Regulations in respect to the 
Exercise, within England and Ireland, by the Bishops and Clergy of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in Scotland, and also to extend such Provisions and Regulations to the 
Bishops and Clergy of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of America, 
and also to mahe further Regulations in respect to Bishops and Clergy other than those of the 
United Church of England and Ireland, it was enacted, '^ that no Person who has been 
^' or shall be ordained a Deacon by any Protestant Bishop, other than an Archbishop or 
'' Bishop of the United Church of England and Ireland, and who shall after the passing of 
'^ this Act be ordained a Priest by any Archbishop or Bishop of the United Church 
" of England and Ireland, shall be thereby enabled, save as in this Act is provided, to 
" exercise his Office within England or Ireland:"^ Be it enacted, and it is hereby enacted, 
That nothing in the said recited Acts contained shall extend or be held to extend to any 
Person who, in pursuance of such Bequest and Commission as aforesud from the Bishop of 
any Diocese in England or Ireland, shall have been or may hereafter be ordained a Deacon 
or Priest within the Limits of such Diocese by any Bishop who by virtue of Her Majesty's

\ 1/ HEREAS by an Act passed in the l^th Year of King George the Fourth^ intituled 
^ An Act to provide for the Extinction of Feudal and Seignioral Rights and Burthens 
on Lands held & Titre de Fief and ft Titre de Cens in the Province of Lower Canada^ and 
for the gradual Conversion of those Tenures into the Tenure of Free and Common Soccage^ 
and for other Purposes relating to the said Province^ it was amongst other things enacted, 
that whenever and so often as it should appear to the Governor, Lieutenant Governor, or 
other Person administering the Government of the said Province, that the Surrender and 
Cession of any Part of the Lands so appropriated as therein mentioned for the Benefit 
of a Protestant Clergy in the said Provmce was necessary for quieting the Titles of any 
of His Majesty's Subjects to Land held or claimed by them, by Occupancy, lawful Pre- 
scription, Transfer, or by doubtful Titles, as therein mentioned, or was necessary or 
would be convenient for the carrying on of any public Buildings or Works, or for the more 
effectual Settlement of any District or Tract of Land within the sud Province or other- 
wise for His Majest^^s Service, or for the Benefit of the said Province, or of His Majesty's 
Subjects therein resident, then and in any or either of the Cases aforesaid it should and

An Act for regulating the Qualifications of Pharmaceutical Chemists. 

[30th June 1852.] 

VV HERE AS it is expedient for the Safety of the Public that Persons exercising the 
^ ^ Business or Calling of Pharmaceutical Chemists in Great Britain should possess a 
competent practical Knowledge of Pharmaceutical and General Chemistry and other 
Branches of useful Knowledge: And whereas certain Persons desirous of advancing 
Chemistry and Pharmacy, and of promoting an uniform System of educating those who 
should practise the same, formed themselves into a Society, called " The Pharmaceutical 
Society of Great Britain/* which said Society was on the Eighteenth Day of February 
One thousand eight hundred and forty-three incorporated by Royal Charter, whereby it 
was provided that the said Society should consist of Members who should be Chemists and 
Druggists who were or had been established on their own Account at the Date of the said 
Charter, or who should have been examined in such Manner as the Council of the said 
Society should deem proper, or who should have been certified to be duly qualified for 
Admission, or who should be Persons elected as Superintendents by the Council of the 
said Society : And whereas it is expedient to prevent ignorant and incompetent Persons

Practices at Elections for Members to serve in Parliament. [30th June 1852.] 

* \\l HERE AS it is expedient to make more effectual Provision for inquiring into the 
^ Existence of corrupt Practices at Elections of Members to serve in Parliament :' Be 

it therefore enacted by the Queen's most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and 
Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

I. Where by a joint Address of both Houses of Parliament it shall be represented to Her 
Majesty that a Committee of the House of Commons appointed to try an Election Petition, 
or a Committee of that House appointed to inquire into the Existence of corrupt Practices 
in any Election or Elections of a Member or Members to serve in Parliament, have reported

* Secretaries of State, to the end that the same may be appropriated and used as and for a 
' House of Correction for the said City : And whereas Doubts are entertained whether, in 
' consequence of such House of Correction having been built out of the Funds of the Cor- 
' poration of London, and not out of the County Bate and in manner directed by Law, the 
^ Secretary of State can deem the same to have been lawfully erected in manner required 

* by the Act of the Fourth Year of King George the Fourth, Chapter Sixty- four:' Be it

^ inquire into and consider the most effectual Means of improving the Metropolis, and of 

' providing 
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providing increased Facilities of Communication between the same^ by their Second 
Report^ dated the Seventh Day of May One thousand eight hundred and forty-five^ 
recommended to Her Majesty's favourable Consideration the Construction of an Embank- 
ment and public Road between Battersea and Vauxhall Bridges^ upon the Basis of a Plan 
and Estimates in the said Report contained or referred to ; and reciting that such Recom- 
mendation was made by the said Commissioners on the Understanding that the whole 
Cost of constructing such proposed Embankment and Roadway was not to faU ultimately

An Act to grant a Representative Constitution to the Colony of New Zealand. 

[30th June 1852.] 

TI^HEREAS by an Act of the Session holden in the Third and Fourth Years of Her 
Majesty, Chapter Sixty-two, it was enacted, that it should be lawful for Her Majesty, 
by Letters Patent, to be from Time to Time issued under the Great Seal of the United 
Kingdom, to erect into a separate Colony or Colonies any Islands which then were or w^hich 
thereafter might be comprised within and be Dependencies of the Colony of New South 
Wales: And whereas, in pursuance of the Powers in Her vested by the said Act, Her 
Majesty did, by certain Letters Patent under the Great Seal of the United E^ingdom, 
bearing Date the Sixteenth Day of November in the Fourth Year of Her Reign, erect into 
a separate Colony the Islands of New Zealand^ theretofore comprised within or Depen- 
dencies of the (Jolony of New South Wales^ bounded as therein described, and the said 
Islands of New Zealand were thereby erected into a separate Colony accordingly ; and Her 
Majesty did by the said Letters Patent authorize the Governor for the Time being of the 
said Colony of New Zealand and certain other Persons to be a Legislative Council for such 
Colony, and to make Laws for the Peace, Order, and good Government thereof: And 
whereas by an Act of the Session holden in the Ninth and Tenth Years of Her Majesty, 
Chapter One hundred and three, the Act firstly herein recited, and all Charters, Letters 
Patent, Instructions, and Orders in Council made and issued in pursuance thereof, were 
repealed, abrogated, and annulled, so far as the same were repugnant to the Act now in 
. recital, or any Letters Patent, Charters, Orders in Council, or Royal Instructions to be 
issued under the Authority thereof; and by the Act now in recital certain Powers for the 
Government of the said Islands were vested in Her Majesty, to be executed by Letters 
Patent under the Great Seal of the United Kingdom, or by Instructions under Her 
Majesty's Signet and Sign Manual, approved in Her Privy Coimcil, and accompanying or 
referred to in such Letters Patent: And whereas, in pursuance of the said last-mentioned

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Act^ Her Majesty did, by Letters Patent bearing Date at Westminster the Twenty-third 
Day of December in the Tentb Year of Her Reign, and by certain Instructions made and 
approved as required by such Act, and bearing even Date with and accompanying the said 
Letters Patent, execute certain of the Powers by such Act vested in Her Majesty for the 
better Government of the said Islands : And whereas by an Act of the Session holden in ii&i2Tictc.5. 
the Eleventh and Twelfth Years of Her Majesty, Chapter Five, so much of the said Act 
secondly herein recited, and the said Letters Patent and Instructions issued in pursuance 
thereof, as relates to the Constitution and EstabUshment of Two or more separate Assem- 
blies within the said Islands, and of a General Assembly in and for the said Islands, was 
suspended for Five Years, unless Her Majesty, with the Advice of Her Privy Council, 
should direct the same to be carried into effect before the Expiration of that Period ; and 
by the Act now in recital the said firstly-recited Act, Letters Patent, and Instructions 
were revived for the Time during which the said secondly-recited Act, Letters Patent^ and

vided nevertheless, that all Laws and Ordinances made and Acts done under and in pursuance 
of the said recited Acts, and any Charters, Letters Patent, Instructions, or Orders m Council

' ^ ^ the Ballots and Enrolments for the Militia of the United Kingdom :' Be it therefore 
enacted by the Queen's most Excellent Majesty^ by and with the Advice and Consent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by 
the Authority of the same, as follows : 

I. All General and Subdivision Meetings relating to the Militia of the United Kingdom^ 
and all Proceedings relating to the procuring any Returns, or preparing or making out Lists 
of such Militia or any Part thereof, or relating to the balloting for or enrolling any Militia- 
men or Substitutes, or supplying any Vacancies in such MUitia, shall cease and remain 
suspended until the First Day of October One thousand eight himdred and jSfty*three.

An Act to enable the Commissioners of Her Majesty's Works and Public 
Buildings to complete Improvements in Pimlico and in the Neighbourhood of 
Buckingham Palace. [30th June 1 852.] 

\1^ HERE AS certain Houses and Hereditaments situated in Ptmlico in the City of West- 
minster and County of Middlesex were some Time since purchased with Monies 
produced by the Sale of Portions of the Hereditary Land Revenues of the CroWn, and 
convey e<i to the Crown as Part of the Hereditary Revenues thereof, and such Purchases 
were made with a view to the Improvement of the great and increasing Thoroughfare near 
the Entrance into Saint Jameses Park at Buckingham Gate, and having reference not only 
to the Situation of Buckingham Palace but to public Convenience in connexion with the 
Access to the Houses of Parliament and Courts of Law along the Bird Cage Walk and Great 
George Street, and for the like Purpose the House No. 16, James Street, was also in like 
Manner purchased, and with a view to eifectuate the aforesaid Objects a Portion of the 
Buildings so purchased, comprising the Houses Nos. 1 to 11 inclusive in Stafford Row, with 
some back Cottages and Stables adjoining, have already been pulled down : And whereas, 
in connexion with the aforesaid Improvements, and also for the Improvement of the Royal 
Mews belonging to Buckingham Palace, and the widening of the Streets adjoining thereto^ 
there are certain Houses and Buildings in King's Row and Arabella Row, which are Part 
of the Hereditary Revenues of the Crown, and which it is derirable should be pulled down, 
and the Sites thereof appropriated for the Purposes aforesaid, and there are certain other 
Houses and Hereditaments which it is also desirable to purchase and pull down, and to 
appropriate the Sites thereof or Part thereof for the Purposes aforesaid : And whereas a 
Plan hath been prepared by the Commissidners of Her Majesty's Works and Public 
Buildings of the said Houses and Hereditaments, on which Plan the Houses and Here- 
ditaments so purchased as aforesaid are coloured Purple, and the said Buildings and

' and the other in the Office of Land Kevenue Becords and Inrolments : And whereas, for the 

* Purpose of carrying out the aforesaid Improvements, and for providing the necessary 
' Funds to effectuate the same, it is expedient tnat the Commissioners of Her Majesty's Works 
' and Public Buildings should have such Powers as are after set forth : ' Now therefore may 
it please Your Majesty that it may be enacted ; and be it enacted by the Queen's most 
Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the 
same, as follows : 

I. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners of Her Majesty's Works and Public Buildings, 
herein-after styled '^ the Commissioners," to sell or exchange such Portions of the said 
Hereditaments so purchased as aforesaid, or which may be purchased or taken under the 
Provisions of this Act, and coloured Purple and B«d on the said Plan as aforesaid, as 
shall not in the Opinion of the Commissioners be considered necessary for effectuating the 
aforesaid Improvements or the Purposes of this Act, such Sales and Exchanges being made 
on such Terms and Conditions in all respects whatsoever as the Commissioners may thmk 
fit ; and any Hereditaments taken in exchange shall be conveyed as after directed with 
respect to Hereditaments to be piut^hased under the Powers of this Act ; and the Monies 
to arise from any such Sale or Exchange as aforesaid, and also the Monies which have 
arisen from the Sale of the Materials of the Houses Nos. 2 to ll^ both inclusive, in Stafford 
Row, shall be applied for the Purposes of this Act 

Power to pur- II; It shall be lawful for the Commissioners, out of the Monies at their Disposal under 
*'^**Stoff^^ this Act, to purchase the Houses and Buildings on or near the West Side of Stafford 
Plaee. Place, and certain other small Houses and Buildings at the East End of William Street 

leading into James Street aforesaid, coloured Red on the aforesaid Plan, or any of them, 
which they shall consider necessary for the Purposes of this Act, and to cause the same to be 
conveyed to Her Majesty, Her Heirs and Successors, as Part of the Hereditary Land 
Revenues of Her Crown, but subject to the Provisions of this Act. 

III. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners to pull down any of the Houses and 
Buildings shown on the said Plan, and coloured Purple and Brown, and those coloured Red 
when purchased or acquired, and the Sites whereof may be required for the Purposes of this 
Act, and to sell the Materials of the Buildings so pulled down, and apply the Monies to 
arise from such Sale, and also to receive by their Collector or other Officer in that Behalf 
appointed or to be appointed, and in the Name of Her Majesty, the Rents and Profits of the 
said Houses and Buildings until sold or pulled down, and to apply the same for the Purposes 
of this Act. 

lY. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners to make and form a new Road or Street in 
continuation Westwards of James Street into the Victoria Roadj and for that Purpose to 
appropriate such Parts of the Sites of the aforesaid Buildings so to be pulled down or 
dready pulled down, or any other Lands, subject to the Provisions of this Act, and to lay 
out and appropriate, for the Purpose of widening and improving the adjoining Thorough- 
fares, and for the Improvement of Buckingham Palace, or the Gardens, Grounds, or Out- 
buil<^ngs belonging thereto, the Sites of certain other Portions of the aforesaid Buildings so 
pulled down or to be pulled down, and such Lands as aforesaid. 

y. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners to appropriate any Part of the Site of the 
Houses coloured Brown on the said Plan to the widening and improving of the King^s Road 
and Arabella Row, and to appropriate the Residue thereof to the Enlargement of the Royal 
Mews and the private Grounds of Buckingham Palace, and also to appropriate the Sites of 
the said Houses and Buildings at the East End of William Street coloured Red on the sud 
Plan, or some Portions thereof, to the Purpose of improving and widening the Thoroughfare 
leading from James Street to William Street ; and the Lands appropriated under this Act

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either to the Improyement of the said Palace or the Gardens or Grounds thereof, or to the 
Enhurgement or Improvement of the Boyal Mews, under the Powers of this Act, shall form

y L The Commissioners may, out of the Monies at their Disposal under this Act, purchase Power to pur^ 
any Leasehold or other Interest now subsisting in any of the said Hereditaments so shown chase Lewehold 
on the said Plan and coloured Purple as aforesaid, and cause the same to be surrendered or terests. ^ 
assigned to Her Majesty, Her Heirs and Successors, or to a Trustee for Her Majesty, Her 
Heirs and Successors, as Part of the Hereditary Land Revenues of the Crown, but subject 
to the Purposes of this Act. 

VII. The Commissioners shall have Power to lease or agree to lease any Part of the said Power to lease 
Hereditaments so respectively coloured Purple and Red, or the Sites thereof or of any Part Hereditaments,

disposed of in like Manner as the County Bate ; and such Overseers of the Poor, Petty 
Constables, Peace Officers, or other Persons may reimburse themselves, as well for such 
additional Sums as for the original Amount of Bate or Bates, out of the Monies which they 
are respectively empowered to rate and levy for the Purpose of such County Bate, but 
shall not receive or take from the County Bate, or any other Bate, any Allowance or Com- 
pensation for their Trouble or Expenses incurred in collecting, levying, or paying such 
County Bate. 

XXVIII. If any Overseer, Petty Constable, Peace Officer, or other Person as aforesaid l^ **>• 0^»: 
refuse, make default, or neglect to pay to the Treasurer of the County or Place within the JlJ^htjiwticw 
Time limited as aforesaid, the Sum or Sums of Money specified in the said Warrants, and if may levy the 
the Clerk of the Peace or Treasurer of the County or Place make Compltdnt thereof, then ^^^ by Dit-

in force on that Day, and where, through the Default of any other Parish or Parishes in the 
same Union in contributing Money to such Guardians, or through the Neglect of such 
Guardians to demand sufficient Contributions from any other Parish or Parishes in the same 
Union, the said Gnardians have applied the Money of such first-mentioned Parish to the 
Use of such other Parish or Parishes, and are thereby rendered unable to pay any Money 
so required by such Precept on behalf of such first-mentioned Parish, and such Parish is 
by reason thereof compeUed to pay the additional Sum of One Shilling in every Ten, as 
herein-before provided, in every such Case the Guardians of the Union shall reimburse such 
first-mentioned Parish such additional Sum, and all Costs incurred by reason of the Premises, 
out of the Monies of such other Parish or Parishes which may next thereafter come into the 
Hands of such Guardians ; and in case more than One Parish be in default as aforesaid the 
siud Guardians shall charge such additional Sum and Costs to every such Parish, in proportion 
to the Amount of the Deficiency of the Contribution of each Parish respectively on the 
Day on which the said Precept should have been obeyed.

XXX. In the Case of every Pariah not oompriBed within any Union, and in which the 
Laws for the Belief of the Poor are not administered by a Board of Guardians, and in the 
Case of every Pariah oomprised in a Union the Guardians of which are not empowered to 
refieve the Poor, and in the Case of any Parish comprised within a Union* or in which the 
Laws for the Belief of the Poor are administered by a Board of Guardians, of which Parish 
a Part only is situated within the Limits of the Commission of any Justices, for which Part 
no separate Bate is levied for the Belief of the Poor, or where there are no separate Church- 
wardens or Overseers of the Poor, or where no separate or distinct Bate is made and col- 
lected for the Belief of the Poor of any Division or Part of any Pariah, Township, or Place 
situated in and extending into Two or more Counties, Bidings, or Divisions, and in the 
Case of every Place not maintaining its own Poor, but liable to the Payment of County 
Bates as aforesaid, the Justices assembled as aforesaid may, so soon as any Vacancy occurs 
in the Office of High Constable, issue their Warrant to the Overseers, Petty Constables, 
Peace Officers, or other Persons empowered by Law to rate and levy County Bates in such 
Parish, Part of a Parish, or Place, to pay to the County Treasurer, or to transmit to him 
in such Manner as the said Justices may from Time to Time direct, within a Time limited

An Act for amending the Law for granting Patents for Inventions. 

[Ist July 1852.] 

' W/^ HEBE AS it is expedient to amend the Law concerning Letters Patent for In- 
' ^^ ventions:' Be it enacted by the Queen's most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 
Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Conunons, in this present 
Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as follows :

* Vl/^ HERE AS it is expedient to make Provirion for securing the Supply to the 
' * MetropoUs of pure and wholesome Water, and otherwise to mske further and better 
' Proyidon in relation to the Water Supply of the Metropolis :' Be it therefore enacted by 
the Queen's most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lfords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same, as follows : 

L From and after the Thirty-first Day of Auffuet One thousand eight himdred and fifty- 
five it shall not be lawful for any Company supplying the Metropolis or any Part ther^ 
with Water for domestic Use, except the Governor and Company of Chelsea Waterworks, to 
take any Water for such Purpose from any Part of the River Thames below Teddington 
Lock, or from any Part of any of the tributary Rivers or Streams of the Riyer Thames 
below the highest Point where the Tide flows in such tributary Rivers and Streams 
respectively ; and from and after the Thirty-first Day of August One thousand eight 
hundred and fifty-six it shall not be lawful for the said Governor and Company of Chelsea 
Waterworks to take any Water for domestic Use from any Part of the River Thames below 
Teddington Lock.
